OR BETTER OR for worse, 

Magic Johnson has become 

the national symbol for HIV 

and AIDS. From the day the 
international sports star announced 
that he was retiring from basketball 
because he had tested positive for the 
virus, debate raged with the AIDS 
service community as to whether 
Johnson’s stardom would be “good” 
or “bad” for the cause. 

On the positive side was the hope 
that a certified hero could put a pretti- 
er, safer face on the issue of AIDS. 
The whole world loves Magic, so 
surely his revelation would spark a 
kinder, gentler response from the gen- 
eral public toward the disease. Surely 
it would help broaden the scope of 
support for AIDS-related programs. 

On the negative side was the deep 
bitterness of those who have been 
forced to suffer anonymously and 
watch others die alone because they 
weren't rich and famous. They resent- 
ed, with good reason, the outpouring 
of sympathy for Johnson because it 
perpetuated the myth of the “innocent 
victim” of AIDS. 

As the drama of Johnson’s health 
is played out in the media, though, 
what we have found is that, as in most 
things, there is a little truth on both 
sides. Johnson was invited to the 
White House, and we all got to see 
pictures of George Bush actually 
touching someone with HIV. He was 
invited to chair the Presidential Task 
Force on AIDS, then resigned, lashing 
out at the president and exposing the 
task force for what it is — a political 
farce. 

On the other hand, Johnson is far 
from representative of those living 
with HIV and AIDS. Magic Johnson 
will never have to deal with MediCal, 
will never have to stand in line for 
health care, and will never have to 
cash in his life-insurance policy to 
pay for food and shelter. 

But not even Magic Johnson is 
immune from the phobia and igno- 
Tance surrounding the disease. He 
announced on Monday that he was 
Tetiring — again. Not because he 
wasn’t healthy enough to play, but 
because other basketball players were 
afraid to be on the court with him. 
They were afraid he would sweat on 
them, or bleed on them if the game 
became too rough. 

Johnson’s second retirement 
speaks louder than anything else I’ve 
heard about the danger of proposals 
like the one that was on the Florida 
ballot Tuesday, which would require 
health-care providers to publish the 
names of people who tested positive 
for HIV. If AIDS were treated as any 
other communicable disease, that 
would make sense. But until the hys- 
teria and the stigma surrounding 
AIDS disappear, it will never be like 
any other disease. And the anonymity 
of its victims must be protected.

You chose to endorse 
Mike Bemick for BART board over 
Andy Nash because one member of 
the 25-member board of directors of 
San Francisco Tomorrow works for 
PG&E [see Election Guide, 10/21/92]. 
(Nash is president of SFT.) Anyone 
who attends an SFT board meeting 
would laugh at the assertion that one 
person can single-handedly influence 
the other 24 on any issue. Yet Andy is 
endorsed by Sue Bierman, Jim Gonza- 
lez, Terence Hallinan and Jose Medi- 
na, all of whom were pictured on your 
cover as the progressive leaders you 
support for supervisor. And he is a pro- 
fessional transit engineer, which 
makes Andy far more qualified than 


. Mike Bernick as well as being far 


more progressive. 

Bernick opposed Proposition M, 
takes campaign donations from big 
developers, and is a Quentin Kopp 
sycophant. He is pushing the far more 
expensive, and less efficient, BART 
into the airport parking-garage 
scheme. Andy is for the external sta- 
tion that would serve passengers 
throughout the Peninsula, provide a 
direct connection to passenger termi- 
nals, and save $400 million.

Bruce B. Brugmann replies: Ever 
since the Bay Guardian exposed the 
PG&E/Raker Act scandal in 1969, we 
have considered the feasibility study of 
buying out PG&E a major urban-eco- 
nomics and good-government litmus 
test issue for candidates. PG&E even 
nailed down the point for us this elec- 
tion when the company told local can- 
didates that the feasibility study was its 
main concern and that it would sup- 
port only candidates who vowed never 
to vote for a feasibility study (see 
“Cleve Jones and PG&E,” 4/22/92). 

This election, we strongly recom- 
mended against Assemblymember 
Jackie Speier (D-South SF ) and Sen. 
Rebecca Morgan (R-Menlo Park) for 
sponsoring and floor-jockeying a 
major PG&E bill during the last ses- 
sion (SB 1757, which would make it 
harder and more costly for cities to 
buy out PG&E). 

On the community college board, 
we declined to endorse Rodel Rodis 
because, as a PUC commissioner, he 
had flip-flopped four times on the cru- 
cial feasibility-issue vote and ultimate- 
ty was the swing vote who came down 
against the community and for PG&E, 
killing the study. 

On the BART board, Michael Ber- 
nick took the leadership to raise the 
issue of BART saving $3 million or so 
a year by breaking PG&E's strangle- 
hold and buying some of its power 
from less expensive public-power 
sources. If he can get BART to use 
public power, it will place the issue 
squarely on the public interest agenda 
of every PG&E agency and communi- 
ty in Northern California. 

Andy Nash chose PG&E’ s city hall 
lobbyist, Sam Lauter, as a key endors- 
er as listed in the voters handbook. 
And he comes as president of San 
Francisco Tomorrow, an otherwise 
excellent organization which has 
always refused to support public pow- 
erin deference to PG&E. (PG&E's 
Tony Kilroy is SFT political action co- 
chair and a past SFT president.) 

During the recession and the 
search for new revenue for cash- 
strapped cities and districts, we con- 
sider it an even more fatal liability for 
politicians to vote against public pow- 
er and feasibility studies and to take 
money, endorsements, or any other 
support from PG&E.

We erroneously listed endorsements 
from the San Francisco Democratic 
and Republican Party central commit- 
tees in local nonpartisan races. In fact, 
itis illegal in Califomia for parties to 
make endorsements in nonpartisan 
races. 

In addition, the SF Republican 
Central Committee did not endorse 
State propositions; the endorsements 
reported on were those of the state 
Republican Party.

Jordan clinches 
redevelopment 
panel majority 


ITH HIS FOURTH 

appointment to the 

San Francisco 

Redevelopment 
Commission, Mayor Frank Jordan 
has gained a majority on that 
potentially powerful board, but 
redevelopment mavens say they 
don’t expect to see any immediate 
change of direction. 

Jordan’s nomination of Mark 
Buell to the commission is expect- 
ed to be approved by the Board of 
Supervisors later this month. 
Buell, 49, is director of develop- 
ment for Tuntex USA, the Tai- 
wan-based corporation that owns 
Executive Park near Candlestick 
Park. 

Under the commission appoint- 
ed by former Mayor Art Agnos, 
redevelopment became a matter of 
neighborhood preservation, with 
an emphasis on developing afford- 
able housing, said Buck Bagot, the 
commissioner whose seat Buell 
will take. Some affordable-hous- 
ing advocates say they are worried 
that the Jordan-dominated Rede- 
velopment Commission may lose 
that emphasis. 

Paul Wartelle, an affordable- 
housing advocate who was a mem- 
ber of the commission under 
Agnos in 1989-90, said he is wor- 
ried about Buell’s former associa- 
tion with Justin Herman, San 
Francisco’s legendary/infamous 
redevelopment director of the late 
‘60s and early “70s. Buell served 
as Herman’s assistant before 
going on to become director of the 
Emeryville redevelopment agen- 
cy, then city manager of Ketchum, 
Idaho. 

Under Herman, the redevelop- 
ment agency bulldozed acres of 
low-income housing and small 
businesses to make way for the 
Moscone Center and other pro- 
jects. 

But Buell told the Bay 
Guardian he doesn’t plan to follow 
his mentor’s bulldozing example. 

“THerman] was certainly a man 
for his times, but the same 
approach wouldn’t work now,” 
Buell said. “I’m not a clone of 
Justin Herman. I’m a housing 
man.” : 

Bagot, an affordable-housing 
advocate, said he doesn’t foresee 
any major change of direction 
under a Jordan commission, as 
Buell joins Jordan commissioners 
Ben Hom, Cynthia Choy Ong, and 
Clarence Stern. 

Using redevelopment to-pro- 
mote affordable housing and small 
businesses, as the Agnos commis- 
sion did, “is not that radical,” 
Bagot said. “It’s only the far-right 
fringe, led by Supervisor Bill 
Maher, that opposes affordable 
housing.” 

However, Wartelle said, “The 
direction the Agnos commission 
tried to set out in was community- 
based economic development and 
community-based low-income

housing.... The momentum will 
Carry it a ways, but the commit- 
ment is gone.” 

Bagot and Brad Paul, who was 
Agnos’ deputy mayor for housing, 
sounded more optimistic about 
Buell. “I think he does understand 
the need for affordable housing 
and how to build it,” Paul said. 
“Considering the alternatives, he 
was not a bad choice.” 

Paul said he thinks the large- 
scale-demolition redevelopment 
style of the 1950s is gone for 
good: “I can’t imagine anyone 
doing that anymore. It’s sucha 
discredited practice.”

City has few 
answers on 
shipyard plans 


SELECT COMMITTEE of 
three supervisors asked 
a lot of detailed ques- 
tions Oct. 29 at a hear- 
ing on the city’s progress in taking 
over Hunters Point Naval Ship- 


_ yard. But they heard few specific 


answers from the administration 
spokespeople who have been 
negotiating to lease the land from 
the Navy. 

Select committee chair Kevin 
Shelley opened the hearing witha 
declaration of the “historic oppor- 
tunity” presented by the city 
takeover of the Naval base, and 
the need for “vision.” By contrast, 
the presentation by Kent Sims, 
director of the Mayor’s Office of 
Economic Development, empha- 
sized the dangers and potential pit- 
falls of the project. 

As a result of a 1990 law intro- 
duced by U.S. Rep. Nancy Pelosi 
(D-SF), San Francisco will lease 
the land from the Navy at “fair 
market value.” The deadline for 
signing the lease has been post- 
poned twice, and is now set for 
May 1993. 

At the hearing, Sims described 
his goals in‘negotiating with the 
Navy mainly in defensive terms. 
He said he is working to ensure 
that the project doesn’t drain mon- 
ey from the city’s general fund, 
that taking over the land doesn’t 
open the city to unacceptable lia- 
bility, and that the current tenants 
(small businesses and artists) are 
protected. He said he is working to 
delay “retrocession” (city and 
state resuming responsibility for 
services like fire protection) and 
wants to “decouple” the lease from 
plans for managing the land. 

Shelley, along with fellow ~ 
select committee members Jim 
Gonzalez and Willie Kennedy, 
pressed Sims and other adminis- 
tration officials for details: Why 
will fire protection cost more 
when the city takes it over? Has 
the Health Department made any 
plans to deal with toxic contami- 
nation near the base? Can the ship- 
yard dry-dock be refurbished as a 
modem ship-repair facility? If so, 


how much would it cost and how 
long would it take? What is the 
Citizens Advisory Committee sup- 
posed to accomplish by the time 
the lease is signed? None of these 
questions were directly answered 
by Sims or the other officials who 
were present. 

Sims’ initial presentation 
included no mention of the 
Bayview/Hunters Point communi- 
ty and its role in planning for 
future use of the shipyard, despite 
an earlier plea by Kennedy to con- 
sider that neighborhood, which 
she called “the most neglected 
area in our city.” She later vowed 
to oppose any “neighborhood- 
obliterating megaproject” at the 
shipyard. Shelley praised Kennedy 
for the “eloquence and passion” of 
her remarks, but included no ques- 
tions about the issues she raised in 
his grilling of administration rep- 
resentatives. 

Kennedy also echoed another 
concer raised by community par- 
ticipants in an all-day conference 
Oct. 3 on the future of Hunters 
Point. She expressed frustration at 
the length of time projected for 
cleaning up toxic contamination at 
the site. The Navy began investi- 
gating the contamination in 1984, 
but Sims said it would be three 
more years before the extent of the 
problem is fully understood, and 
up to three decades before the 
cleanup is complete. 

None of the supervisors, how- 
ever, asked Sims another question 
raised by participants in the com- 
munity meeting: Why should the 
Navy retain ownership of land it is 
no longer using, collecting “mar- 
ket rate” rents from a city desper- 
ately short of funds?

CPUC judge: 
PG&E profit 
too high 


N ADMINISTRATIVE law 

judge for the California 

Public Utilities Com- 

mission (CPUC) has 
decided that Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Co. and other major utility 
monopolies are making too much 
money during these economic 
times and has recommended that 
profit levels be cut. 

Meanwhile, San Francisco city 
officials are still scrambling for 
leverage to reduce a debilitating 
PG&E charge that is costing San 
Francisco $4.5 million a year 
under the 1988 contracts between 
the city, PG&E, and the Turlock 
and Modesto irrigation districts. 
Public-power advocates immedi- 
ately seized on Administrative 
Law Judge Ann Watson’s recom- 
mendation, arguing that it should 
be used as leverage for a better 
deal when the city renegotiates the 
contracts in December. 

When the Bay Guardian asked 
City Attorney Tom Berliner 
whether the recommendation 


could be used as leverage, he said, 
“T’m not sure how [excessive prof- 
it levels] would affect the calcula- 
tion of the capacity reserve 
charge.” 

Finance Committee members 
Carole Migden, Terence Hallinan, 
and Jim Gonzalez last week 
ordered Berliner and Hetch 
Hetchy general manager Anson 
Moran to find cheap alternatives to 
PG&E power, and to explore the 
city’s legal options. The supervi- 
sors’ request came after Ken 
Bruce of the Budget Analyst’s 
Office reported that, since 1988, 
the city has paid PG&E $19 mil- 
lion in capacity reserve charges, a 
sort of insurance policy that 
ensures that power is delivered to 
the irrigation districts. 

The Finance Committee mem- 
bers plan to hear more expert testi- 
mony on the contracts at their 
Nov. 11 meeting. 

So far neither the City Attor- 
ney’s Office nor Hetch Hetchy has 
come up with plans for getting the 
city out of its underdog position in 
negotiating the contracts with 
PG&E. 

Moran has twice reported that 
no suppliers but PG&E can guar- 
antee power that will be available 
whenever the city needs it. A 
source familiar with public-power 
operations in Northern California, 
however, told the Bay Guardian 
that San Francisco should serious- 
ly consider investing in the power 
plant it already owns, to eliminate 
the need to buy capacity reserve 
from PG&E. 

As San Francisco officials seek 
to reduce the city’s payments to 
PG&E, Watson of the CPUC is 
recommending that the commis- 
sion deny PG&E’s recent request 
for an increase in its profit level to 
13 percent. Watson, in fact, rec- 
ommended cutting PG&E’s rate of 
retum on equity from 12.65 per- 
cent to 11.9 percent. 

Watson would not elaborate on 
her recommendation, but accord- 
ing to acommission source, Wat- 
son’s recommendation stresses 
that utility monopolies should not 
be granted special immunity dur- 
ing the current economic crisis. 

Back in August, the San Fran- 
cisco—based utility consumer 
group, Toward Utility Rate Nor- 
malization, along with the San 
Diego-based Utility Consumers’ 
Action Network, as well as the 
cities of San Diego and Los Ange- 
les, registered their opposition to 
the utilities’ request for higher 
profits. San Francisco, however, 
failed to register opposition. 
Berliner said the reason was that 
the city attorney who used to han- 
dle this kind of ratepayer issue 
doesn’t work for the city anymore. 
“Now, the only time we get 
involved is if the city has a direct 
stake in the matter.” 

In any event, said Michael 
Shames, executive director of 
UCAN, “it’s too late for San Fran- 
cisco to get involved with the 
debate.” The CPUC is set to vote 
on Watson’s recommendation 
Nov. 23.

[The FBI proposal] would give the 
authority [to mandate communica- 
tions protocols] to the attomey gen- 
eral.” That would be “halfway to a 
police state,” he commented. 

Rick Smith, media representative 
for the FBI’s San Francisco office, 
said public concer over the propos- 
al is a bit paranoid. ““There’s a mis- 
understanding in the public that 
somehow the FBI is gaining greater 
powers with this. In order to gain 
access to a phone line, we would 
still need court authority.” 

“The issue isn’t about obtaining a 
warrant,” Sobel countered, “but 
whether the national communica- 
tions system should be designed 
specifically to make surveillance 
easy.” 
When asked why the FBI 
couldn’t remain abreast of new tech- 
nology rather than demanding built- 
in wiretap access, Smith said, “T 
don’t know the answer to that.” He 
considered referring the Bay 
Guardian to a different FBI office, 
but decided against it. “They’re not 
going to answer some real technical 
questions,” he said. “It wouldn’t be 
fair to you or them.” 

Rotenburg also pointed out that

“T think that if the FBI actually 
sat down and said, ‘What are the 
implications of enforcing that the 
communications carriers leave vul- 
nerabilities in their systems?’

State welfare 
cuts to hit 
this week 


AY AREA PROVIDERS Of 
services for the poor are 
bracing for anew 
increase in homelessness 
as a result of the 5.8 percent cut in 
state welfare benefits that took 
effect Nov. 1. The cut, included in 
the current state budget, has been 
billed mainly as areduction in ben- 
efits in the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) pro- 
gram. But the benefits of other 
welfare programs, including those 
for the elderly, the visually 
impaired, and people with disabili- 
ties, are pegged to the AFDC bene- 
fit and were reduced proportion- 


cent cut in welfare benefits, home- 
less shelters are already reporting 
an increase in the number of peo- 
ple they have to turn away for lack 
of space. The San Francisco Hous- 
ing Clearinghouse, which issues 
monthly reports of the number of 
shelter turnaways in the city, 
recently published its results for 
June, July, and August. During that 
period, San Francisco homeless 
shelters reported 43,150 turm- 
aways, compared to 9,315 in the 
same period last year. 

The Housing Clearinghouse 
statement notes that “part of this 
increase is attributed to improved 
reporting,” but states that “the 
report indicates a continued climb 
in the number of times an individu- 
al seeking shelter was turned 
away.” 

Barbara Bernstein, executive 
director of the Eden Information 
and Referral Program in Alameda 
County, confirmed that increasing 
numbers of homeless people are 
seeking shelter in the East Bay, 
too, and that the need for services 
continues to increase. 

Sister Liz Fuhr, of St. Mary’s 
Homeless Senior Center in Oak- 
land, told the Bay Guardian that 
her clients — all elderly, and many 
with disabilities — are “confused 
and distraught because they don’t 
understand why their checks are 
being cut.” Welfare payments, she 
said, were cut from $645 to $607. 

“Tam very distressed with our 
state,” Sister Fuhr said. “In Prop. 
167, people are so hesitant to take a 
1 percent tax increase from those 
with the highest incomes, while 
they are willing to take 5.8 percent 
from seniors.”

HE NEWS CAUGHT A LOT Of us entirely by sur- 
prise: Terence Hallinan, the man who was born 
politically correct, accused of sexual harass- 
ment? 

Four days before the election? 

It had to be a trick. 

And indeed, that’s how some of Hallinan’s support- 

ers were privately describing the situation. An angry for- 


" mer aide, encouraged by arch-foe Bill Maher, decided to 


call a press conference Friday and level what is probably 
the single most damaging charge a liberal San Francisco 
politician could possibly face during a tough re-election 

campaign. 

Among other things, this sort of claim is virtually 
impossible to prove — or disprove. Nobody else was 
around that fateful night in Nicaragua (of all places) 
when Sukie Schwartz allegedly had to throw a drunken 
Hallinan out of her hotel room to stop his sexual 
advances. 

But you see, nobody was around except Anita Hill 
the day Clarence Thomas made those lewd comments 
about Long Dong Silver — and I never for a second 
doubted that she was telling the truth. I didn’t believe 
Thomas’ liberal enemies put her up to it either. 

That’s what makes this Hallinan case so difficult — 
and why it was so infuriating to see it get caught up, 
intentionally or not, in Maher’s dirty little war. 


WHAT A MESS 


Both daily newspapers covered the Friday press confer- 
ence as part of the larger political story, implicitly link- 
ing the harassment allegations to Maher’s outrageous, 
illegal mailer that accused Hallinan of courting Fidel 
Castro. Hallinan’s campaign people, moving swiftly to 
contain the damage, sent out a mailer of their own, citing 
Hallinan’s long record of “fighting the good fight,” and 
urging voters not to believe “the smear.” 

That’s a fair enough description of the nutty Red- 
baiting piece, and maybe that’s all the political opera- 
tives intended. But in the context of the press coverage, 
there’s a larger implication, and it doesn’t make me ter- 
ribly happy. 

A sexual harassment complaint isn’t necessarily a 
“smear.” It’s a serious charge, one that, for all we know, 
could turn out to be true. 

I’ve spoken to two trustworthy, reliable women with 
impeccable progressive credentials who know all the 
parties involved, and they both insist the allegations are 
false. “It’s so sad that Sukie did this,” one of them told 
me. “T just can’t understand it.” 

I’ve also spoken to several trustworthy, reliable men 
who know all the parties, and they say the charges don’t 
surprise them a bit. “I’m 100 percent sure he’s guilty,” 
one of them said. 

You can’t sort that out in four days of political frenzy 
and come to a fair decision in time to cast your vote. 
There’s no Judiciary Committee holding hearings, no 
lawsuit and legal response, no forum of any sort for evi- 
dence and answers. No way for either side to fight it out

except in the press. 

But Schwartz leveled the allegations at a press con- 
ference, before she’d filed a complaint with the city or 
the state or taken any formal legal action. If nothing else, 
it looked politically suspicious — and the fact that she 
acknowledged discussing her action with Roberta 
Boomer, Maher’s aide and assistant political fixer, 
before going public made it especially curious. 

I can’t imagine why any sane woman with any scrap 
of personal integrity would ever fabricate a sexual 
harassment complaint, knowing that it only takes one 
bogus claim to undermine the credibility of ten thousand 
legitimate ones. 

But I also know that if he had any way to manipulate 
the situation and to use it against a political enemy, Bill 
Maher would have no moral qualms whatsoever. 

I like Terence Hallinan, and in one sense, I hope the 
stories aren’t true. But for the sake of the thousands of 
women who are real, live victims of sexual harassment 
at the hands of thousands of male bosses every single 
day of the year, I hope to God she’s not making it up. 

And I wish she’d stayed the hell away from the whole 
rotten Maher crowd and kept this out of a male political 
pissing match. 


LIGHTS OUT 


There’s more political news as the local campaign sea- 
son comes to a close — and very little of it is good. 

Maher has finally filed something that resembles a 
disclosure statement for his private PAC, San Francis- 
cans for Representative Government, and it reveals vir- 
tually nothing that we didn’t already know. It doesn’t, 
for example, tell us who put up the money for the Halli- 
nan-Gonzalez hit piece. 

Maher still isn’t taking my calls, but I guess I’m not 
alone. I love the Insiders description in Tuesday’s 
Examiner: “Maher’s more recent oddities include taking 
his name off his City Hall office door, turning off the 
lights and having answering machines handle all calls — 
even when his two aides are sitting next to the phones.” 

Buta few reporters have managed to comer him, and 
he’s insisted that the reason he won’ list his contributors 
is that they all gave $99 or less — just below the legal 
threshold for disclosure. If that’s the case, the list must 
be pretty long, because the mailing cost more than 
$15,000. 

My sources (who haven’t been wrong once in this 
whole sordid episode) tell me that Maher hasn’t been 
able to come up with enough money to cover what he’s 
already spent. So Mayor Jordan is helping out, making 
some phone calls and hitting up supporters for more $99 
checks. And some suspect that after the election, we’ll 
discover that one or two major donors sent in their offer- 
ings too late to make the final filing deadline. 

Maher has also been raising money for Dick Hongis- 
to: He and Independent columnist Warren Hinckle host- 
eda “drinks with Dick” fund-raiser last week. 

By the time you read this, we’ll know which mem- 
bers of this warring crew will wind up making city poli- - 
cy for the next four years. Somehow, I suspect they

IX HUNDRED MILES SOUTH Of here, the 

Immigration and Naturalization Ser- 

vice and the U.S. Department of Jus- 

tice are trying to deport two people for 
exercising their right to free speech. It is the 
considered opinion of these two august 
bureaucracies that legally residing “aliens” 
are not entitled to the same constitutional pro- 
tections as everyone else. Many civil rights 
organizations, including the Center for Con- 
stitutional Rights, say this may be the most 
important civil rights case since Roe v. Wade. 
We agree. 

None of the defendants has ever been 
accused of committing a crime. But the FBI 
has placed wiretaps on, conducted surveil- 
lance of, and, in one case, moved in next door 
to the defendants. They have been accused of 
passing out leaflets, raising money for schools 
and hospitals in the West Bank and Gaza strip, 
and possessing newspapers (which are readily 
available at most public libraries). 

During testimony before Congress, FBI 
director William Webster admitted that if 
these people were U.S. citizens they would 
not have been charged with any crime. 

The case began in 1987, when the Justice 
Department decided to try to deport seven 
Palestinian men and one Kenyan woman (the 
“L.A. 8”) under the McCarthy era McCarran- 
Walter Act, which made belonging to a “com- 
munist” organization illegal. After years of 
legal tangling, the McCarran-Walter Act 
finally was declared unconstitutional, but the 
government wasn’t through yet. The 1990 
Immigration Act was passed, which replaced 
communism with “terrorism” as the new 
national bogeyman, and the witch-hunters 
were back in business. New charges were 


filed against two of the eight under the act, 
which made it illegal to provide “material sup- 
port” — remember the schools and hospitals? 
— toa “terrorist” organization, even if you 
never commita “terrorist” act. (The govern- 
ment plans to try the other six as well.) That 
adds up to nothing more than guilt by associa- 
tion. 

One of the key defense lawyers in the case, 
San Francisco’s Marc Van Der Hout, told the 
Bay Guardian that if the government prevails 
in this case, it will be almost impossible for 
any foreign national to be involved in political 
activity in the Unites States. South Africans 
who support the ANC could be deported, he 
said, as could Iraqis who raise money for the 
Kurds. No one knows how broadly the law 
could be applied. Perhaps membership in the 
ACLU will become a deportable offense 
because it represented Nazis. 

Anyone without U.S. citizenship will live 
in fear that they could be deported if the gov- 
ernment disagrees with a political position 
they take. We do note that no charges have 
been brought against anyone who supported 
the death squads in El Salvador, the govern- 
ment in South Africa, or the Contras in 
Nicaragua. We believe the goverment select- 
ed Arabs and Palestinians for this test case 
because they felt the racism against Arabs in 
the United States would leave these defendants 
without significant support. Once the prece- 
dent is established, it can be used against any 
non-citizen the government wishes to be rid of. 

This case is a test case to see whether the 
government has the right to regulate political 
dissent. It doesn’t, and public pressure must 
brought to bear on the INS to drop the 
charges. 


UC Berkeley: Diversify to survive 


HERE HAS ALWAYS been a tension at 

UC Berkeley between its mission as 

astate public university and its 

desire to be counted among the coun- 
try’s elite Ivy League schools, the educators 
of the next generation of leaders. 

That tension has grown steadily in recent 
years as progressive students, teachers, and 
administrators press for ethnic diversity in all 
areas of campus life, and in the concurrent 
backlash by professors who long to retum toa 
golden age of power and academic excellence 
that may exist only in their dreams. 

Thanks to a determined effort by UC 
administrators, the student body at UC reflects 
the ethnic diversity of California as a whole 
more accurately than the faculty. Beneath the 
multicultural facade, however, remains a fac- 
ulty and a dedication to academic principles 
that are still deeply rooted in the ivory-tower 
mystique (see “Backlash,” Page 19). 

It is this entrenched, conservative, power- 
ful wing of the faculty that is fighting to keep 
ethnic diversity from becoming the dominant 
feature of UC. They believe it will — and 
already has — washed away the sheen of aca- 
demic excellence from the university. More to 
the point, they are afraid that the culture they 
have embraced as the most sophisticated, 
most important, most valuable to study — 
their own — will lose its place of primacy. 


And their own power will shrink in tandem. 
What these “‘great thinkers” refuse to rec- 
ognize is that education at Berkeley will be 
improved and enhanced by promoting ethnic 
diversity. They refuse to recognize that the 
world has changed and that they can no longer 


“stay sheltered in a world that includes Plato, 


Shakespeare, and Descartes but ignores 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez, Amy Tan, and Zora 
Neale Hurston. 

They use phrases like academic freedom 
and tyranny of the politically correct to avoid 
facing the changes. They have used the “PC” 
smear to replace “communism ’“as the raging 
threat to academe, when they know full well 
they remain in firm control of the levers of 
power on campus. 

Demographers predict that by 2004 there 
will be no single ethnic majority in the state. 
To fulfill its mission of educating the public, 
UC must embrace ethnic diversity in its stu- 
dents, its faculty, and its curriculum. It is not 
enough to diversify the student body; with it 
must come a faculty that will provide role 
models and support, a curriculum that encom- 
passes the breadth of their interests, and an 
administration that will provide the climate 
where the new academics can flourish. 

Equally important, if California is to learn 
how to cope with this changing demographic, 
the lessons will be learned at UC Berkeley. 
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U.S. promotes Kurdish conflict

NDER THE GUISE of fighting “terror- 
ism,” the United States is promoting 
a vicious war of Iraqi Kurds against 
Turkish Kurds. The aim is to keep 
the 25 million Kurds from ever uniting. At the 
same time, Washington wants to develop 
NATO ally Turkey as the new anchor for U.S. 
policy in the Middle East and Central Asia. 

On Oct. 4, Iraqi Kurdish guerrillas joined 
the Turkish military to attack Kurdish rebels 
from Turkey. The U.S. State Department and 
Iraqi Kurdish sources describe the conflict as 
simply an effort to remove Kurdish “terrorists” 
from Turkey from bases in Iraqi Kurdistan. In 
fact, since mid-1991 Iraqi Kurdish guerrilla 
leaders have been collaborating with Turkish 
security forces to wipe out the growing Kurdish 
armed opposition in Turkey in exchange for 
support from Ankara and the United States for 
their political aspirations in Iraq. 

Cooperation between Iraqi Kurdish leaders 
and Turkey began even before the Gulf war, 
when their representatives met in September, 
1990, with Turkish officials in Ankara to dis- 
cuss a proposal by Turkey’s president. He had 
aplan for a “federated Iraq” that would give the 
north to the Kurds, a midsection near the 
Kirkuk oil fields to Iraq’s tiny Turkmen popu- 
lation, and the leftovers for the Arabs. The quid 
pro quo: Iraq Kurds must “secure” their borders 
against the Kurdish resistance movement in 
Turkey known as the PKK. 

By early 1991, Iraqi Kurdish guerrilla lead- 
ers (and longtime rivals) Jalal Talabani and 
Masoud Barzani had opened offices in Ankara 
and were working covertly with Turkish secu- 
rity to monitor PKK activities. The stage was 
set for a civil war among Kurds. 

On Oct. 4 Talabani and Barzani kept their 
end of the bargain. Some 15—20,000 of their 
guerrillas joined the Turkish military in a major 
offensive against PKK eamps on the Irag- 
Turkey border. On Oct. 21, the human rights 
group Middle East Watch issued a report con- 
demning both the Turks and the Iraqi Kurds, 
accusing them of killing captured rebels and 
handing others who surrendered over to the 
Turks. Middle East Watch reports that inside 
Iraqi Kurdistan, those Kurds suspected of sym- 
pathy with the PKK have been rounded up. 
PKK prisoners have been beaten to death and 


otherwise mistreated. 

Iraqi Kurds were encouraged to make the 
deal with Ankara largely by Western friends, in 
particular Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
staff member Peter Galbreath. Even before the 
Gulf hostilities began, Galbreath befriended 
Talabani and had begun talking up Turkey’s 
role in northern Iraq. Galbreath concurred with 
the State Department's view that the Turkish 
Kurds of the PKK were terrorists. 

In fact, the “terrorist” label attached to the 
Kurds in Turkey originated with the Turkish 
government itself. By June 1991, according to 
a Washington Postreport, NATO allieshad . 
largely accepted Turkey’s contention that the 
PKK isa “separatist terrorist organization.” 
That view was challenged by Lord Avebury, 
chairman of Britain’s Parliamentary Human 
Rights Group, who noted that “whereas the 
PKK attack the Turkish armed forces, police, 
and their village guard allies, the Turkish 
armed forces use indiscriminate violence 
against the Kurdish civilian population of the 
region.” 

There’s hardly a whisper of any of this in 
the U.S. press. Now that the Iraqi Kurds serve 
the West’s agenda, they’ve become the only 
Kurds worth worrying about. A Washington 
Post editorial last spring, for example, con- 
demned the PKK as “a serious and ugly threat” 
toa “democratic” Turkey and wamed readers 
not to allow “sympathy for the Kurds to stray 
far from Iraq.” A Wall Street journal opinion 
piece was captioned “Turkey’s Terrorists: 
Iraq’s Kurdish Victims.” 

USS. disregard for the plight of the Kurds in 
Turkey is morally and pragmatically indefensi- 
ble. Even now threatened with Iraqgate, the 
Administration is unabashedly promoting 
Turkey. And Ankara has its own agenda. Turk- 
ish nationalists already “think the time has 
come to talk about their dream — a broad 
Turkish sphere of influence born of new links 
with ethnic brethren in the former Soviet Asian 
republics.” 

Meanwhile, in the words of an Iraqi Kurdish 
dissident from the northern Iraqi city of Irbil, 
“The PKK are fighting for their rights in 
Turkey just as Iraqi Kurds are fighting for our 
rights. We should be helping them in every 
way we can, not killing them.”

The times, they are a-changin’ 


Clinton’s in the White House, and a new bureaucracy is waiting in the wings

WELVE YEARS after Jimmy Carter was 

thrown out of Washington in dis- 

grace, the Democrats have taken 

back the White House, and that’s 
very good news, indeed. 

But at the same time, Bill Clinton and a 
new generation of moderate technocrats have 
taken back the Democratic Party — and that’s 
a very mixed blessing. 

Campaign rhetoric doesn’t always translate 
into political reality, but it’s safe to say that 
Clinton will keep his major thematic promise: 
The first thing we can expect from the new 
administration is change. The names and faces 
of official Washington will undergo the most 
sweeping transformation since 1980: From 
cabinet members and ambassadors to under- 
secretaries and assistant deputy administra- 
tors, the vast bureaucracy of senior and middle 
management that makes most of the day-to- 
day decisions in the federal government will 
turn over: Thousands of right-wing Republi- 
cans who have been writing and enforcing 
millions of rules and regulations and spending 
hundreds of billions of dollars every year are 
about to return to the private sector. 

Like the last crew of Democrats that came 
in under Jimmy Carter in 1976, some of the 
roughly 3,500 new bureaucrats and senior pol- 
icy-makers will be Washington “outsiders,” 


and a few will come from the president-elect’s” 


home state of Arkansas. But like Clinton’s 
running mate, Sen. Al Gore, many will be con- 
summate Beltway insiders, people who have 
served in Congress, or worked in think tanks 
and political organizations, or toiled quietly at 
low-level agency jobs, waiting more than a 
decade for a chance to move into positions of 
teal power. 

And unlike the people who came in with 
the Reagan revolution, Clinton’s men and 
women won’t be the least bit radical. 


BOYS WILL BE BOYS 

The Clinton cabinet will probably be a bit 
more diverse than those that served under Rea- 
gan and Bush, but if his campaign operation 
and his Arkansas administration are any exam- 
ple, the major positions of power will go to 
middle-aged white men who share Clinton’s 
basic political views. 

By most accounts, for example, the leading 
contender for Defense Secretary is Rep. Les 
Aspin, the Wisconsin cold warrior who advo- 
cates a faster, leaner — but not dramatically 
smaller — military force. Aspin likes high- 
tech weapons and has no basic objection to 
military intervention in Third World countries. 
He was even willing to go along with Reagan 
and Bush’s covert operations, as long as senior 
members of Congress like himself were kept 
in the loop. 

The Beltway betting line on the Interior 
Department has Colorado’s Sen. Tim Wirth at 
the head of the pack. Wirth, like Gore, is one 
of the Senate’s brainy baby-boomers, a hard- 
working, ambitious guy who loves to talk 
about telecommunications policy and sits 


backstage at Grateful Dead concerts. 

The State Department, insiders say, will 
probably go to either Lee Hamilton, the cau- 
tious, highly respected Indiana representative, 
or Warren Christopher, the Los Angeles 
lawyer and longtime Democratic Party power=~ 
broker who heads the Clinton transition team. 
Gen. Colin Powell has an outside chance. 

The odds-on favorites for the key post of 
treasury secretary are a pair of Wall Streeters, 
former Federal Reserve chair Paul Volcker 
and Felix Rohayton of Goldman, Sachs. 

There will be a few non-whites, and at least 
one or two women, on the cabinet. Ron 
Brown, the national party chair, powerhouse 
Washington lawyer, and longtime Clinton sup- 
porter, has the inside line on the job of attomey 
general, if it doesn’t go to former Urban 
League director Vernon Jordan. If Clinton’s 
wife, Hillary, has anything to say about it, 
Marian Wright Edelman, president of the Chil- 
dren’s Defense Fund, has a lock on the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services (unless 
she holds out for a seat on the Supreme Court). 

Carter, Reagan, and Bush all rewarded their 
top campaign strategists with senior adminis- 
tration or party positions: Carter made Hamil- 
ton Jordan his chief of staff, Reagan gave Bill 
Casey the CIA, and Bush put Jim Baker in the 
State Department and Lee Atwater in charge 
of the Republican Party. Clinton clearly trusts 
and likes George Stephanopoulos, his chief of 
communications, who may be in line for the 
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chief-of-staff job. 

For what it’s worth, though, chances are 
good that Clinton will refrain from naming his 
brilliant campaign manager, James Carville, to 
any sort of White House post. Carville has 
repeatedly made it clear that he doesn’t think 
he’s cut out for a government job. 

“Whoo, boy!” he said in an interview sever- 
al years ago. “You think Gary Hart had prob- 
lems....” 


BROTHER, CAN YOU PARADIGM? 


Ultimately, what a lot of the people in the 
Clinton brain-trust will have in common is an 
affection for a general policy approach that’s 
come to be known as the “‘new paradigm.” 

The most famous proponent of new- 
paradigm politics is probably James Pinkerton, 
a Bush White House staffer and sometime 
Republican campaign operative who had the 
dubious distinction of “discovering” Willie 
Horton back in 1988. But the theory is also 
promoted by the Democratic Progressive Poli- 
cy Institute and is increasingly popular among 
Democrats who came of age during the 1960s, 
supported the civil rights and antiwar move- 
ments and gradually became disenchanted 
with both the new left and traditional liberal- 
ism. 
The new-paradigm Democrats are general- 
ly a pretty prosperous lot — they’ve succeeded 
in business, academia, professional life, or pol- 
itics and, along the way, they’ve become frus- 


trated with government programs that don’t 
seem to work very efficiently and policies that 
don’t have much middle-class appeal. “There 
simply are not enough blacks, Hispanics, and 
poor people in America to elect a Democrat 
president if he or she were losing the great 
undifferentiated middle class,” proclaimed a 
treatise published by the Progressive Policy 
Institute shortly after Bush’s 1988 victory. 

These moderate Democrats, who have also 
found a voice in the Democratic Leadership 
Council, advocate a convergence of liberal and 
conservative ideas, to produce a decentralized, 
flexible government that encourages entre- 
preneurial opportunity, respects individual 
rights, and seeks to “empower” low-income 
people to get off public assistance and support 
themselves. 

Among the top priorities of the new- 
paradigm model are tenant ownership of pub- 
lic housing (a Jack Kemp favorite that Clinton 
also supports), school choice (although proba- 
bly limited to public schools), mandatory 
national service to pay off student loans, and 
welfare reform that would give recipients 
some child care and education, but would also 
require them to work. 

In essence, it challenges the idea that gov- 
ernment ought to be in the business of redis- 
tributing wealth, and promotes the notion that a 
market-oriented system, with incentives to pro- 
vide opportunities to the less fortunate, will 
ultimately provide a healthier economy, more 
social equality, better schools, less racism — 
and a political consensus that can make the 
likes of Bill Clinton more successful than the 
likes of either Walter Mondale or George Bush. 

The old Democratic constituencies — par- 
ticularly labor unions — don’t have much of a 
role in the process. Even Clinton’s more liber- 
al economic thinkers, like Harvard’s Robert 
Reich, treat unions as mostly a part of history, 
a relic of an industrial era that has long since 
passed. 

If Clinton had lost the election, he and his 
new-paradigm allies would have been back 
where the old-fashioned liberals of the Mon- 
dale school found themselves in 1984. The 
Democratic Party would have been thrown 
into an uproar once again, and those who 
argued that the best hope for winning the 
White House actually might lie in the hands of 
“blacks, Hispanics, and poor people” would 
have been able to make a newly influential 
case. 

But now Clinton is more than just the head 
of state: He’s the undisputed head of the party, 
with the power to reshape Democratic politics 
as profoundly as Ronald Reagan did for the 
Republicans when he took over the GOP 12 
long and ugly years ago. 

Like the policies of the new paradigm, 
that’s not entirely bad. For city dwellers, it’s 
vastly better than what the Republicans had to 
offer, and it’s proven to have electoral appeal. 
But it’s not entirely good, either — and it 
ought to give progressives plenty of reason to 
keep on fighting for their political priorities as 

the new administration takes control of a 
deeply troubled nation. @

Backlash 


UC Chancellor Chang-Lin Tien battles the conservative old guard 
for the soul of the campus. But how hard 1s he fighting?

BIZARRE COLLAGE of dras- 

tic budget cuts, hostage 

crises, devastating fires, 

and machete-wielding 
would-be assassins tends to domi- 
nate the discourse when people think 
of UC Berkeley. Compounding the 
confusion, the intense critical atten- 
tion devoted to Berkeley by national 
observers from vantage points both 
left and right means every move 
made in Berkeley is the subject of 
fierce debate. 

The attention is well deserved, 
because obscured by all the Sturm 
und Drang of flashpoints, such as 
the Copper Bowl, People’s Park, and 
Vincent Sarich’s lectures on racial 
differences, rages a politically 
charged struggle in which the very 
soul of UC Berkeley — and maybe 
California itself — is at stake. 

Nowhere is that struggle more 
bitter than in the arena of affirmative 
action and diversity. Pro-diversity

forces — a coalition of students, 
people of color, and progressive pro- 
fessors — have striking achieve- 
ments to crow about. They believe 
that the university is finally starting 
to reflect the reality that exists out- 
side campus borders and is begin- 
ning to value cultures other than the 
European. y : 
Yet that very success has led toa 
backlash by a cadre of conservative 
professors who fear the pressure for 
diversity has come at the expense of 
the school’s academic excellence. 
Caught in the middle is UC 
Chancellor Chang-Lin Tien, who 
must find his way through this mine 
field as he guides UC Berkeley into 
the next century. By the year 2004, 
demographers predict, there will be 
no ethnic majority in California. Ina 
very real sense, UC Berkeley is a 
controlled experiment, designed to 
discover how the state can cope with 
its changing ethnic landscape. 
Interviews conducted with stu- 
dents, faculty, and administrators 


indicate that a tidal change in diver- 
sity has rolled over Berkeley ever 
since Tien took over in July 1990, 
Conservative members of the facul- 
ty — which as a whole is 89 percent 
white and 84 percent male — have 
successfully rallied to protect what 
they perceive is their preserve. 


Tien’s very selection as chancel-», 


lor was fraught with diversity-relat- 
ed implications. But, although he 
has consistently expressed his own 
commitment to the goals of diversity 
and excellence first declared by his 
predecessor, I. Michael Heyman, 
critics argue that Tien’s low-key, 
bureaucratic administrative style, as 
well as his efforts to balance oppos- 
ing interests, has enabled the tradi- 
tionally powerful faculty to reclaim 
its clout over policy. 


REPLACING HEYMAN 


The resurgence of the faculty as a 
force in determining campus policy 
has its roots in the Heyman era. 
Soon after Heyman became chancel- 
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lor in 1981, he declared the diversifi- 
cation of Berkeley to be a central 
goal, and he pursued that goal with 
vigor. 

Berkeley, as part of the UC sys- 
tem, has an explicit constitutional 
mandate to represent the ethnic 
diversity of California. Whether 
Heyman’s motives were based on a 
moral belief in the rightness of affir- 
mative action, as his now-retired 
second in command, Vice Chancel- 
lor Roderic Park, said, or were sim- 
ply a recognition of the “numbers,” 
as current Assistant Chancellor John 
Cummins puts it, is moot. The 


«record shows that Heyman lived up 


to his words. 

Even veteran student activists — 
such as the Graduate Assembly’s 
Sumi Cho, who helped organize 
protests criticizing Heyman — 
acknowledge he was an effective 
advocate for diversity. His achieve- 
ments were extraordinary. In 1980, 
the undergraduate student body was 
66 percent white. Ten years later, the 





figure was 42 percent. This year’s 


freshman class is only 30 percent 
white. Sproul Plaza at lunch hour 
has become a multicultural wonder- 
land. 

Ironically, the process Heyman 
launched was so successful that the’ 
Department of Education’s Office 
for Civil Rights is now investigating 
Berkeley on charges of reverse dis- 
crimination against whites. 

The dispatch with which the stu- 
dent body was diversified did not 
extend to the faculty. Faculty, espe- 
cially those with tenure, are here to 
stay. Departments defend their “aca- 
demic freedom” with tremendous 
vigor, all the while squabbling like a 
gaggle of feudal lords over access to 
resources. 

After nine years of arm-twisting 
and cajolery, Heyman decided to 
call it quits. Key members of the fac- 
ulty who dominated Academic Sen- 
ate politics and felt their authority 
undermined by Heyman’s unrelent- 
ing campaign for increased faculty 
diversity saw their chance and 
seized it. 

Their opposition coalesced in 
December 1989, when 29 Berkeley 
professors calling themselves the 
“Higher Education Group” jointly 
signed a 10-page single-spaced letter 
addressed to then—UC President 
David Gardner regarding the selec- 
tion of the new chancellor. The pro- 
fessors expressed strong anxiety 
over campus trends they believed 
were contributing to the “deteriora- 
tion of qualities of intellectual com- 
munity.” 

“There are limits,” the professors 
wrote, “to how far we can pursue 
preferential appointments and pro- 
motions and still protect and 
enhance Berkeley’s distinction as a 
world leader in scholarship, science, 
and the professions.” 

After bemoaning the decline in 
the tradition of “shared governance” 
between faculty and administrators, 
the professors made known their 
wishes as to the character of the new 
chancellor. 

“Above all,” they wrote, “the 
new Chancellor must be committed 
tothe primacy of academic values 
and to the quality of teaching and 
research at Berkeley.” 

“Read between the lines,” said L. 
Ling-qi Wang, chair of UC’s Ethnic 
Studies Department. “The faculty 
were very much opposed to Hey- 
man’s affirmative action and diver- 
Sity all along.” 

“They were the men,” added a 
colleague of Wang’s, Ethnic Studies 
professor Ronald Takaki, “who bad- 
mouthed Heyman and said Heyman 
had contributed to the decline and 
fall of Berkeley.” 

Faced with a potentially volatile 
situation, Gardner tapped chemical 
engineering professor Chang-Lin 
Tien as the man for the job. The 
Board of Regents, as was their wont 
during Gardner’s tenure, rubber- 
stamped the selection. Taken at face 
value, the request of the “Higher 
Education Group” appeared to have 
been ignored. Asian Americans and

As aresult of this strategy of 
“accountability,” critics say, admin- 
istrative power has been delegated 
to officials whom student activists 
and progressive professors said are 
generally more conservative in their 
approach to issues than their Hey- 
man-day predecessors — a key dif- 
ference between the Heyman and 
Tien reigns. Tien’s hands-off 
approach likewise has the advantage 
of letting him say the “right” things 
without having to back them up with 
action. His role, he said, is to “pro- 
vide an environment” where diversi- 
ty can flourish. 

Because Tien has stepped back, 

. the faculty — Takaki calls them a 
“junta” — have retumed to the pow- 
er structure in force. Current Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs 
John Heilbron, the day-to-day 
administrator of the campus and a 
man whom many observers claim is 
the most powerful official on cam- 
pus, is a former chair of the Aca- 
demic Senate. So is his No. 2 assis- 
tant, Special Assistant to the Vice 
Chancellor Arnold Leiman. 


LASTING CHANGES 


The question of just what effect can 
be observed from these changes is 
difficult to answer quantitatively. 
According to Duster, “The data are 
notin.” As virtually every adminis- 


have severely constrained Tien’s — 
or anyone’s — ability to push for 
progressive changes of any kind. 
This year’s whopping $255 million 
cut, 12 percent of UC’s systemwide 
budget, followed two consecutive 
years of 5 percent cuts. 

Accordingly, faculty hiring has 
been curtailed. An early-retirement 
program due to be completed in two 
more years will result in a 20 percent 
permanent reduction in total faculty. 
New faculty appointments have 
dropped from an average of 82 
through the years 1988-1991, to 44 
in 1991-92 and 48 in 1992-93. The 
relatively small numbers, argued 
Carol T. Christ, provost of the Col- 
lege of Letters and Arts, explain the 
downward fluctuations in the per- 
centage of new minority appoint- 
ments for the past two years. 

“Small numbers mean wide vari- 
ations,” Christ said. 

Still, that does not entirely 
explain the fact that over the past 
three years, the percentage of new 
female appointments has gone from 
24 percent to 36 percent and 35 per- 
cent, while the percentage of minor- 
ity appointments has fallen from 26 
percent to 16 percent and 19 percent. 
Tien and Christ both pointed out that 
average percentages of new female 
and minority appointments are sig- 
nificantly higher than the overall 
percentages. 

Cummins said budget cuts were 
“prorated” to cut most heavily into 
administrative services to spare aca- 
demic programs and student ser- 
vices. But Wang had a different per- 
spective on the cuts that actually

There’s nothing new as far as the political 
aspect of the struggle goes. The Ethnic Studies 
Department was formed in 1969 in direct 
response to a university strike for a Third World 
college. : 

According to a recently completed official 
review, Ethnic Studies is not only one of the 
fastest-growing departments at Berkeley, italso 
has one of the highest student-to-teacher ratios 
of all humanities departments. 

The official review, conducted by outside 
faculty, called it the “pre-eminent ethnic studies 
department in the U.S.” The review said the 
department plays a “vital role” in ensuring that 
“future generations of our graduates respect, 
understand, and appreciate, rather than fear, 
diversity in race, culture, and creed.” 

The review also noted that “‘the department’s 
functions and student population have grown far

Given the multiethnic nature of the under- 
graduate student body, the pressure for expan- 
sion is not surprising. The three programs that 
make up the department — Asian American 
Studies, Chicano Studies, and Native American 
Studies — offer courses that are directly relevant 
toa student body that is 70 percent non-white. 
The review recommended that Ethnic Studies 
receive more faculty positions, an increase in 
budget, and an upgrade in bureaucratic status to 
increase its autonomy. 

Inatime of serious budget constraints, such 
demands are easy to ignore; every department 
on the campus wants more. But the struggle over 
Ethnic Studies is more than bureaucratic infight- 
ing: The battle is a paradigm for the struggle for 
Berkeley’s future, a continuation of the pres- 
sures for curriculum reform and new priorities 
that have characterized Berkeley’s intellectual 
life over the past 30 years. In significant ways, it 
is amicrocosm of the national debate between 
those who claim to be defending the sacred pri- 
macy of the Western European intellectual tradi- 
tion against “political correctness” and those 
who see an attention to hitherto ignored cultural 
and historical traditions as crucial to the ensured 
healthy growth of society — be it on the cam- 
pus, state, or national level. 

“They feel, or they fear,” said Ethnic Studies 
professor Ron Takaki, in reference to the old 
guard, “‘that ethnic studies as a discipline repre-

sents a threatening way of studying — that what 
we’ re doing represents politics.

As evidence of his claim that Ethnic Studies 
is being undermined, Wang cited a decision by 
the administration to create a new undergradu- 
ate interdisciplinary major to be known as 
“American Studies.” A memo advertising for 
graduate student instructors declares that an 
introductory course would cover “American 
culture and cultural change, with attention to 
the multicultural basis of American society and 
emphasis on the need for multiple methods of 
analysis.” 

When Donald McQuade, the dean of Under- 
graduate and Interdisciplinary Studies, asked 
Ethnic Studies for input on the new program, 
the response was less than favorable. Accord- 
ing to a letter addressed to McQuade, which 
was obtained by the Bay Guardian, Ethnic 
Studies opposes the proposal for several rea- 
sons, the most compelling of which is an 
inability to understand why badly needed 
resources are being diverted to a program that 
overlaps much of what Ethnic Studies, along 
with African American and Women’s Studies, 
already provides. :

“Ethnic Studies is one of the achievements at 
Berkeley that we are proudest of,” but that in 
light of budget cuts it was unrealistic to sup- 
pose that Ethnic Studies could get what it 
wants. 

Ethnic Studies, she said, had received an 
“augmentation” of one faculty position this - 
year, even though it had experienced no faculty 
retirements. As for American Studies, she said: 
“Tt’s a group major, not a program that has fac- 
ulty in it.... It’s justa way of letting students 
take a different grouping of courses.” 

ASUC president Margaret Fortune chaired a 
Presidential Commission on Ethnic Studies. 
She is also unsatisfied with the administra- 
tion’s response: “To continue to be on the cut- 
ting edge, it needs to experience some growth. I 
think that there are certainly some inequities 
between Ethnic Studies and other departments 
in terms of space and resources. Not having a 
computer system for the libraries is ridiculous 
on a campus of this magnitude; not having a 
lounge for the graduate students really doesn’t 
make a graduate student feel like he or she has 
equal standing with students from other disci- 
plines. These are basic things.”

FULL YEAR after San Francisco voters 

approved a landmark measure to fund 

services for the city’s children, the 

oney still hasn’t reached the kids. 

Finally, this Thursday, a special ad hoc advisory 
committee will make its final recommendations 
on how to spend the $5.7 million reserved during 
the past year. 

The Children’s Amendment — passed in 
November 1991 as San Francisco Proposition J 
— has had one clear benefit for San Francisco 
youth: Its guarantee of stable funding has shield- 
ed the city’s existing children’s programs from 
the budget-cutting ax. But the amendment calls 
for more. It also sets aside 2.5 percent of every 
year’s property-tax revenue as a special fund for 
additional children’s services. This year that 
money comes to about $5.7 million; next year 
and for each of the nine years after that it will be 
about $13 million. 

Squabbling adults, however, have not been 
able to agree ona plan for getting the money to 
the children and teenagers who continue to swell 
waiting lists for child care, recreation, health 
care, and job-training programs. 

It turns out that Prop. J, heralded as a pioneer- 
ing move to make children the city’s top budget 
priority, had a fatal flaw: It laid out no mecha- 
nism for deciding how to spend the money. By 
default, the authority rests ultimately with May- 
or Frank Jordan, who, advocates agree, has 
shown little leadership in using the amendment’s 
resources to create new children’s programs. 
That vacuum has been filled with political jock- 
eying and organizational rivalries, some with 
racial overtones. : 

In addition, with the benefit of a year’s hind- 
sight, advocates acknowledge that simply 
adding more money to existing agencies and city 
bureaucracies does little to change the fragmen- 
tation and institutional gridlock that plague chil- 
dren’s service programs. 

“We're talking about a major shift in govern- 
ment that has to occur,” said Margaret Brodkin, 
executive director of Coleman Advocates for 
Children and Youth and principal author of the 
Children’s Amendment. “A major shift in plan- 
ning that has to occur. We want the consumers 
of the service to say what they need.” 

To illustrate the last point, Coleman Advo- 
cates recently conducted an “election” in which 
San Francisco high school students were asked 
to vote on the children’s services the city most 
needed. The young people identified some 
major priorities that adult agency staffers had not 
emphasized: services for homeless children, 
more relevant and modem books, and more- 
interesting programs, from art classes to sports 

clubs. 

But Brodkin said that, so far, the “major shift 
in planning” has not taken place. 


MAYOR'S STEPCHILD 


“There hasn’t really been a concern on 
[Jordan’s] part for children’s issues,” said 
Carmela Rosales, a co-director of Parent and 
Child Empowerment Services (a child-abuse 
prevention program) and a member of the Cole- 
man board of directors. Rosales claims Jordan 
actually went to sleep at a meeting in his office 
last February while she was talking to him about 
children’s issues. 

Brodkin said she also felt the Children’s 
Amendment “didn’t really get [Jordan’s) full 
attention for months.” 

Jordan and the Children’s Amendment 
entered San Francisco City Hall at just about the 
same time. The amendment won voter approval 
a year ago, the same day then-Mayor Art Agnos 
was forced into a runoff with Jordan. 

The measure called for the development of a 
comprehensive children’s services plan within 
three months after it was passed by voters. That

was the same period of time that Agnos and Jor- 
dan competed in a runoff and the Jordan admin- 
istration entered office. Rita Boyle, Agnos’ 
director of the Office of Children, Youth and 
Families, working under two different, preoccu- 
pied mayors, came up with a plan during those 
months. 

Then, Boyle says, she was essentially forced 
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out of office after a meeting on Feb. 5, which 
she describes as “a lynching, 1990s style.” 
Boyle contends that, unforewamed, she was 
suddenly called to join a meeting in Jordan’s 
office with about 23 people, including “15 
African Americans, two Chinese Americans, 
four Latinos, two Filipino Americans and one 
elderly white woman from the Sunset District.” 





Leading this group was Jim Queen, director of 
the Potrero Hill Community Development 
Corp., who has been feuding with Coleman 
Advocates since its founding in the mid-’70s. 
For two decades Queen has been pushing the 
city to adopt his own “master planning process” 
for children’s services. Queen’s plan centers on 
the creation of 10 neighborhood centers that 
would combine all current children’s services, 
from health care to child care to social services, 
under one roof. 

Queen criticizes the Children’s Amendment 
for failing to create any institutional change in 
the way children’s services are delivered. 

That day, however, Boyle says that Queen 
and his associates attacked her because she is 
white, arguing that her position should be held 
by “a person of color.” Queen contends that his 
group merely pointed out that no persons of col- 
or had been considered for the position, and that 
there should have been a “public screening pan- 
el” to select the director of the Office of Chil- 
dren, Youth and Families. 

Boyle says racial politics were also at work in 
the Board of Supervisors’ decision, two weeks 
later, to delay approval of Boyle’s plan for chil- 
dren’s services. After that vote, Boyle handed in 
her resignation. 

Brodkin agreed that Boyle came under attack 
because she was white. She noted, however, that 
no one demanded Boyle’s resignation, and said, 
“She didn’t have to quit.” 

Rosales also criticized Jordan for his behav- 
ior toward Boyle. “He didn’t show any leader- 
ship when she was attacked,” Rosales said. “And 
when she put in her resignation, he didn’t show 
any leadership in filling the position.” 

Jordan took three months to find a replace- 
ment for Boyle. According to Boyle and others, 
only persons of color were considered. He final- 
ly appointed Anthony Lincoln, an African 
American veteran of children’s programs, 
whose performance in the job has been widely 
praised by Brodkin and others. 

“We lost six months with [Jordan] stalling 
around and stalling around about staffing the 
Office for Children,” Brodkin said. “The extent 
to which he allowed the staffing of his office to 
get so politicized worked to the detriment of the 
Children’s Amendment.” 


BEES TO HONEY 

Boyle says the racial and organizational rivalries 
that forced her to resign have continued to domi- 
nate the implementation of the Children’s 
Amendment. Leaving the Mayor’s Office in 
control of the children’s fund, she observes, 
means the money is subject to pressure from 
people she calls “patronage pimps,” heads of 
nonprofit agencies who seek to use their political 
pull to get a piece of the Children’s Fund for 
their organizations. 

Brodkin also reluctantly says that the money 
set aside by the amendment “is vulnerable as a 
patronage fund.” 

Jordan did set a process in motion to allocate 
Children’s Amendment funds: He appointed a 
45-member ad-hoc advisory committee to 
review proposals from children’s service agen- 
cies. Yori Wada, a former University of Califor- 
nia regent and retired director of the Buchanan 
Street YMCA, who chairs the committee, 
acknowledged that politicians, including some 
in the Mayor’s Office, have applied pressure on 
the committee to approve favored projects. 

Wada said community groups, as well as 
politicians, had attempted to pressure committee 
members, attempts that he said were sometimes 
“racist and, in some cases, sexist” Was any of 
the pressure successful? Wada answered, “It 
would be premature to comment.” 

Anthony Lincoln, for his part, stressed that 
his office wants funds distributed on an equitable 
basis to ethnic groups. “We probably aren’t 
going to change any recommendations by the 
citizens committee, but we are going to look to 
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see that the funds are spread through- 
out the city,” Lincoln said. “We want 
to make sure that African Americans 
didn’t get 80 percent of the funds, or 
that Hispanics got 90 percent of the 
funds. We do feel very strongly that 
the money has been filtered through 
the system pretty well.” 

Aftershocks from last winter’s 
conflicts, however, continue to shake 
the Children’s Amendment scene. 
Some leaders of the African Ameri- 
‘can community, including Queen and 
Lulann McGniff, president of the San 
Francisco NAACP, are furious about 
aFebruary memo authored by Brod- 
kin that was leaked from the Mayor’s 
Office and is now in wide circulation. 

In the memo, addressed to Jordan, 
Brodkin suggests some people Jordan 
might appoint to the advisory com- 
mittee overseeing expenditure of the 
Children’s Amendment funds. The 
list of possible appointees includes at 
least two African Americans. But it 
specifically blacklists seven African 
Americans, including Queen and 
McGriff, who, Brodkin says, “would 
be particularly disruptive” to the com- 
mittee. One of the blacklisted people, 
Sharen Hewitt, is listed as amember 
of the Coleman Advocates board of 
directors on the letterhead stationery 
Brodkin used for the memo. Hewitt 
has since left the Coleman board and 
could not be reached for comment for 


this story. 
DIVISION OR DIVERSITY? 


Arguments over how to spend the 
first year’s Children’s Amendment 
funds seem to have been conducted 
mainly on the level of organizational 
and racial squabbling. But these argu- 
ments reflect some larger dilemmas 
the city must face if itis to mobilize its 
resources effectively to meet the des- 
perate needs of children. 

In addition to the public and pri- 
vate schools, and the criminal justice 
system, noted Boyle in her draft plan, 
more than 600 organizations in San 
Francisco provide some services for 
children and youth. The city, she not- 
ed, “currently has more than 215 con- 
tracts with these nonprofit organiza- 
tions.” That proliferation of agencies, 
she observed, is “both a benefit and a 
barrier to delivering quality services 
which respond to the needs of the 
whole child.” 

Boyle’s report acknowledged that 
“in some cases, community-based 
organizations offer services in a cul- 
turally and linguistically sensitive 
manner which may be beyond the 
capacity of some public agencies, 
and often at a lower cost.” Some of 
Boyle’s adversaries in last year’s 
conflicts, including Sharen Hewitt 
and Jim Queen, have long argued that 
small neighborhood and ethnic agen- 
cies have strong advantages in pro- 
viding their own communities with 
culturally appropriate services. 

On the other hand, wrote Boyle in 
her report, “coordination among 
community-based organizations has 
been thwarted by long-standing ‘turf’ 
issues and competition for scarce 
resources. It is clear that this frag- 
mented system poses adverse conse- 
quences for children and families 
who need help. ‘Jumping through 
hoops’ in many different locations 
[and] filling out varied intake forms 


... often makes the challenge of seek- 
ing services as troubling as the prob- 
lems which originally caused the 
child or family to seek help. In addi- 
tion, programs which operate in iso- 
lation from others usually focus ona 
single ‘problem’ or ‘symptom,’ ” not 
on the child or family. 

One of the aims of the Children’s 
Amendments to get agencies and 
city departments to break down turf 
and bureaucratic boundaries and to 
work together. 

“My concem is more the frag- 
mentation of the funds — not the 
politicizing of the money. Butis it 
being used to the best advantage? We 
want to use it to foster the best and 
most creative proposals,” Brodkin 
said. ‘A typical pitfall is giving 
everyone a little bit of money 
amounting to nothing significant... If 
we fritter away the money, and give 
this agency $50,000 and thaf agency 
$50,000, it will be hard to feel the real 
impact [of the Children’s Amend- 
ment funds].” 

To avoid that pitfall, the Mayor’s 
Office of Children, Youth and Fami- 
lies instructed the 192 nonprofit and 
government agencies applying for 
this year’s money to “collaborate” 
with one another. Both Wada and 
Rosales said this dictum led to some 
very dubious liaisons. 

At one workshop for agencies 
wishing to apply for Children’s 
Amendment funds, Rosales said, 
“There was a collaboration sign-up 
table at the back of the room,” where 
some “shotgun marriages” were 
hastily arranged simply to permit the 
agencies to qualify for funds. 

“Conference calls, lunches, were 
being called collaboration,” Rosales 
said. “I’m laughing, but it’s scary. 
I’m not going to believe in the pro- 
gram they’re putting together. 
They’re doing it to get funding, not to 
create a better program.” 

But Rosales also faults the mayor 
for not insisting on more collabora- 
tion among city departments them- 
selves. Like Agnos before him, Jor- 
dan has not allowed the Office of 
Children, Youth and Families to tam- 
per with the bureaucratic boundaries 
of traditionally autonomous city 
departments. 

Jordan “did not push for city 
department heads to work within the 
constraints of the amendment, to 
bring together all the services and 
develop a bigger picture,” Rosales 
said. 

After all the conflicts and frustra- 
tions of the Children’s Amendment’s 
first year, Brodkin admits the process 
has not lived up to her hopes. But she 
says she’s reconciling herself to 
incremental change. 

“We see this as a 10-year process 
toward a goal, and hope that during 
that period we will develop a more 
coordinated service-delivery sys- 
tem,” Brodkin said. And even before 
that happens, she pointed out, the 
Children’s Amendment is already 
benefiting children. Funds are now 
going into the school district’s ele- 
mentary music program, and will 
underwrite weekend library pro- 
grams for kids. 

“(The Children’s Amendment] 
saved the school music program,” 
Brodkin said. “I feel good every day I 
wake up and know that’s true.” @

RAPHABL House: A CARING, 
SECURE ENVIRONMENT FOR 
HoMeLeSS FAMILIES 


Raphael house is San Francisco’s first 
shelter established specifically to meet 
the needs of homeless families. Since its 
founding in 1971, this unique facility 
has provided comprehensive shelter 
services in a community of love and 
concern to more than 15,000 homeless 
parents and children. 

Housed in a three-story building in 
the Tenderloin, the home is operated 
by a Christian brotherhood of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and receives 
no government funds. One-third of the 
staff live in the building with the 
eighteen homeless families housed 
there. Families stay an average of three 
weeks before moving on to more 
permanent housing. 

Visitors describe Raphael house as 
cheerful, orderly and well-scrubbed. 
(Everyone pitches in to keep the place 
clean.) Children’s artwork adorns the 
walls, and counseling and creative 
activities are provided for the whole 
family. At mealtimes, each family is 
given a specific table where they all eat 
together. Many other services provided 
include a 24-hour, 7-day per week 
Emergency Services Helpline, an after- 
school tutorial program, a senior 
activities program, thrift shop and 
Brother Juniper’s, a popular restaurant. 

At a time when requests for shelter 
are up 35%, Raphael House provides 
over one quarter of the beds available 
to homeless families in San Francisco. 
Raphael house also provides a respite 
from the struggle to survive and the 
foundation, inspiration, and 
opportunity for families to begin again.

Tue Stor AIDS Prosect: 
Focus ON PREVENTION 


The Stop AIDS Project, formed in 1984, 
is a groundbreaking AIDS prevention 
agency whose work has served as a 
national model for reducing high-risk 
behavior. The Project temporarily 
suspended its successful San Francisco 
work in 1987 to concentrate on 
assisting other communities around the 
country in developing their own 
programs. 

But in 1990, the Project resumed its 
efforts in San Francisco because of 
increasing concern about widespread 
relapse into unsafe sex among gay and 
bisexual men who had previously been 
committed to risk reduction, and high 
rates of unsafe sex among younger men 
and men of color. Because gay and 
bisexual men still constitute the group 
with highest risk for HIV infection, they 
will account for more than 60% of new 
HIV infections in the city this year — an 
estimated 650 cases. 

Through person-to-person outreach 
— on the street, in bars and dance 
clubs and at street fairs, and small 
group meetings in the homes of 
volunteer hosts — Stop AIDS helps 
men cope with the risk of contracting 
HIV and encourages them to join the 
campaign. During the first 24 months 
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Through the Stop AIDS Project, gay 
and bisexual men cope with the 
AIDS epidemic by learning to count 
on one another. 


of its new program, Stop AIDS outreach 
volunteers have made contact with 
more than 11,000 men. 

The programs get results. 
Approximately 60% of the men who 
reported having unsafe sex in the six 
months prior to attending a meeting 
reported no unsafe sex in the six 
months prior to attending a meeting 
reported no unsafe sex in the six 
months afterward. This is an 
achievement few AIDS prevention 
organizations in the country can match.

Omeca Boys Cue: 
SAVING KIDS FROM THE STREETS 


With 180,000 more young black males 
in jails than in colleges throughout the 
country and little hope for a future free 
of violence and drugs, theres one Bay 
Area organization that’s working to 
change all that: the Omega Boys Club. 
Founded in 1987 by Joe Marshall and 
Jack Jacqua, the club began with 15 
youngsters and the dream of guiding 
tough guys from the ghetto to 
graduation. It has grown to serve over 
300 Bay Area youth, aged 13 to 21, from 
their San Francisco and Oakland 
locations. 

All club members aspire to its 
principles of Brotherhood, Sisterhood, 
Scholarship, Perseverance, and Uplift, 
and strive to uphold the highest 
standards in their academic, social and 
personal lives. In just six years, the 
Omega Boys Club has placed 108 of its 
members in colleges and universities 
across the nation, all supported by the 
Club’s Scholarship Fund. Many of these 
students came from public housing and 
were formerly involved with drugs 
and/or gang violence. 

The Club runs college prep/tutorial 
sessions twice a week at the Potrero Hill 
Neighborhood House, and also offers 
job placement and counseling services. 
Its outreach program provides 
rehabilitation and support services to 
youth and young adults in various 
detention facilities. The club also hosts 
its own weekly radio call-in talk show, 
Street Soldiers, Mondays on KMEL. 

The Omega Boys Club of San 
Francisco is the recipient of many civic 
and community awards ... anda 
hopeful alternative to a life cycle of self- 
destruction.

FRIENDS OF THE RIVER:

As civilization continues its relentless 
push into what remains of the 
wilderness, keeping rivers healthy is 
both more urgent and more difficult 
than ever. A healthy river flowing across 
the land means a healthy environment, 
but the health of rivers continues to 
decline at an alarming rate. Each year, 
unnecessary water projects drown 
valuable riparian areas (meaning the 
loss of free-flowing rivers), causing the 
loss of species that depend on them and 
the loss of recreational opportunities. 
California rivers have lost over 90% of 
their salmon; 1,300 major dams block 
the state’s rivers; only one river system 
in the whole state is dam-free; and 
several fish and wildlife species 
dependent on free-flowing rivers and 
streams are on the brink of extinction. 
Friends of the River preserves, 
protects, and restores rivers, streams, 
and their watersheds through public 
education, citizen activist training and 
organizing, and expert advocacy to 
influence public policy. F.O.R. began in 
1973 with the struggle to save the 
Stanislaus River from inundation 
behind New Melones Dam. It has since 
grown into the second largest river 
conservation organization in the nation, 
with two offices, regional chapters, and 
more than 10,000 members. Among its 
current activities is the 100 Rivers 
Campaign, expanding the list of rivers 
recommended for Wild and Scenic 
status in California. If the rivers are 
truly the arteries of the Earth, then the 
work of Friends of the River must be 
very good medicine for its heart. 











THE PARACHUTE FUND: 
A DANce oF Lire 


Founded in 1988, the Parachute Fund 


of Dance Bay Area is a community- 


based emergency fund providing 
immediate assistance to members of the 
Bay Area dance community facing life- 
threatening illness. Grant awards are 
made to applicants based on need and 


' the size of available funds, and cover 
* such necessities as rent or utilities — as 


well as creative necessities determined 
at the discretion of the recipient. The 
Parachute Fund is the only dancers’ 
grant-giving organization of its kind the 
nation. 

Every year, the Fund assists approx- 
imately 20 dancers, choreographers, 
critics and collaborative artists, and the 
numbers are increasing. Because most 
dancers cannot afford health or 
disability insurance, emergency support 
can be critical. After New York, the Bay 
Area has the second largest dance 
community in the country, one that 
AIDS is hitting hard. 

“In this day of red tape and 
Byzantine bureaucracy, it is indeed 
rewarding to see an exemplary agency 
like the Parachute Fund: simple, direct, 
and, above all, humane,” wrote dance 
historian and Parachute grant recipient 
Stephen Steinberg before his AIDS- 
related death last year. “Needless to 
say,” he continued, “the funds will come 
in quite handy in trying to deal with all 
of my medical expenses. But perhaps 
even more importantly, the grant 
means a great deal to me emotionally; it 
is a wonderful (healing) feeling to be 
supported by one’s own community, to 
be helped by one’s own group of 
friends and colleagues.”

Bay Area schools are much more likely

OMEONE SAID, “Fuck you, 

white boy,” and all hell 

broke loose. Ignoring the 

sunflower seeds that had just 
been thrown at him, Berkeley High 
School teaching assistant Doug 
Thompson turned to face the group 
of Mexican students who launched 
the insult. Words were exchanged, 
and the next thing Thompson knew, 
he was being punched and kicked on 
all sides. 

From the campus football field, 
Carlos Gonzales heard a familiar 
whistle, a friend giving the “come 
quick” signal. He ditched his PE. 
softball game and ran to Martin 
Luther King Jr. Way, in time to see 
Thompson break from the pack and 
dart into a school building. 

Campus security took Gonzales 
and five buddies to the principal’s 
office, where they were pho- 
tographed as possible suspects, then 
released back to class. Thompson 
couldn’t recall which boys hit him, 
but later that day two witnesses 
picked Gonzales and another stu- 
dent out of the pictures. 

Gonzales was barred from school 
for nearly a month and a half until 
his expulsion hearing before the 
Berkeley Board of Education. When 
his case was thrown out due to lack 
of evidence, the missed month and a 
half was enough to put an already 
habitually truant Gonzales back one 
year. 

That is Gonzales’ version of the 
story: a story he said nobody asked 
him to tell during the whole time he 
was home watching TV. 

His case is typical of the “guilty 
until proven innocent” treatment 
reserved for minority offenders, said 
Bay Area education officials who 
claim that the State Board of Educa- 
tion’s expulsion and suspension pol- 
icy has a discriminatory impact. 
They said school officials automati- 
cally treat students of color as crimi- 
nals while white kids are given the 
benefit of the doubt. 

“Tt’s time for us to be more hon- 
est about what’s going on,” said 
Berkeley school board president 
Martha Acevedo, who said in her 
four-year tenure she has seen only 
two white pupils expelled. Records 
from the school district’s Child 
Welfare and Attendance Services 
show 99 students were expelled dur- 
ing those same four years. 

“From what I see in Berkeley,” 
Acevedo said, “a minority kid is 
going to get suspended on the spot, 
whereas another student is going to 
have the parents called in for a nego- 
tiation. 

“Parents with the wherewithal 


can come in and discuss other 
options. They say, “What can we do 
instead? Don’t worry, it’ll never 
happen again, we’ ll get a psychia- 
trist,’ or ‘Our lawyer will discuss it 
with you,’ ” Acevedo said. 

“Parents are very concemed, and 
we have increasing fears whether 
kids are safe at school,” said Berke- 
ley school board member Irene 
Hegarty. “There’s a lot of pressure 
to do something when a violent inci- 
dent occurs, but if I knew white or 
Asian kids were committing the 
same offenses and not getting 
referred, then we would definitely 
need to investigate that.” 


A REGIONAL PROBLEM 
Although the Berkeley Unified 
School District refused to release 
expulsion statistics based on race, 
documents obtained from the school 
administration by the Bay Guardian 
reveal that of the 1,682 suspensions 
imposed by the BUSD in the 1990- 
91 school year, 106 were given to 
whites, 1,365 to blacks, 21 to 
Asians, 134 to Hispanic students, 
with other races receiving the 
remaining 56. In 1990-91, black stu- 
dents made up 40 percent of the stu- 
dent body, yet received 81 percent 
of all suspensions. 

The pattern repeats in the San 
Francisco School District, where 
blacks made up 19 percent of the 
district in 1990-91, yet received 50 
percent of all suspensions that year. 
In Oakland, the schools came under 
fire last August in report written by 
the Commission for Positive 
Change in the Oakland Public 
Schools, which called for a 50 per- 
cent reduction in Oakland Unified 
School District’s “outrageous” sus- 
pension rate by 1994. 

According to the report “Keeping 
Children in School: Sounding the 
Alarm on Suspensions,” while one 
in seven black students was sus- 
pended in 1990-91, only one in 26 
white students, and one in 36 Asian 
students was suspended. 

Hegarty said BUSD has been try- 
ing new approaches to avoid kicking 
out students, such as “suspended 
expulsions,” where the student 
attends school with strict conditions 
of good behavior, and in-school sus- 
pension study periods. These pro- 
grams have the advantage of show- 
ing the student as attending school, 
therefore qualifying the district to be 
paid for the student by the state. Sus- 
pensions cost Berkeley about 
$68,000 in state money last year. 

Berkeley High Vice Principal 
Brad Fox said BHS is also seeing 
success from the year-old Family 
Unit Program, which matches a stu- 
dent with a vice principal, a coun-

selor, and a secretary who act as 
mentors. Additionally, the school 
board is considering Oakland’s 
alternative community day school 
concept. Community day schools 
are attractive because a staff com- 
prising mostly racial minorities 
incorporates counseling into a half- 
day curriculum, and school buses 
pick up pupils at their homes. 

“In almost every expulsion case 
T’ll read the packet and think, ‘Oh, 
this kid did a horrible thing,’ ” 
Hegarty said, “and then we meet the 
family and oftentimes you can see 
why this student might be in trouble. 
Often the child is moved from one 
home to another, or the parents 
aren’t there and the child is living 
with grandma, who can’t cope with 
all this. 

“Tt’s never simple and easy, and I 
hate the expulsion hearings. They 
tear you up inside, you want to give 
them all another chance.” 

But Acevedo said the statistics 
are so overwhelming that the “‘bro- 
ken home” argument isn’t sufficient 
to explain why minority kids bear 
the brunt of suspensions and expul- 
sions. She said parents are getting 
more vocal about security concerns, 
and the climate within the school 
district is to respond with a height- 
ened eagerness to suspend and 
expel. 

“T’m tired of hearing that it’s the 
kid’s problem,” said Acevedo, who 
routinely opposes expulsion. “We 
may not know how to handle some 
of these kids, but also we don’t want 
to. 

“A lot of time the reason why I 
don’t vote to expel is because all 
we’re going with is hearsay evi- 
dence and inferences,” she said. 
“We use witnesses who say, ‘He 
was black, wore a Raiders jacket 
and Malcolm X hat.’ You have to 
really question that, and ask again, 
“Are you sure that’s what he looked 
like, or is this just a general descrip- 
tion and this kid will do?’ ” 

Since there in no requirement in 
the California Education Code that 
expulsion notices be printed in the 
family’s primary language, Carlos’ 
parents, Abel and Maria Gonzales, 
had a hard time understanding what 
was happening to their son. Even 
with the bilingual assistance of case 
counselor Isobel Toscano from the 
on-campus minority support center 
Real Alternatives Project (RAP), the 
Gonzaleses said they waited for two 
hours to see the attendance supervi- 
sor who denied them a conference, 
and the principal curtly dismissed 
them, saying there was nothing he 
could do. 

“Tf you’re out of the system and 
unaware of the process, you’ll get 


treated like you don’t know a thing 
about your own kid,” said Toscano, 
who argued Gonzales’ case before 
the school board. “Many times the 
families of the kids we serve can’t 
afford lawyers, so we play the role. 
We’ ve blocked many expulsions, 
but we really had to fight to make 
the administration back off.” 


STATE LAW BLOCKED 


Local education officials are not the 
only ones condemning the suspen- 
sion/expulsion system. Last Febru- 
ary, Assemblymember Barbara Lee 
(D-Oakland) introduced AB 2632 to 
revise the California Education 
Code’s expulsion and suspension 
guidelines in an attempt to reduce 
the increase in “excessive, unwar- 
ranted, and arbitrary expulsions and 
suspensions” statewide, Her bill 
would have changed the wording of 
the state code to read that evidence 
used in expulsion cases must be 
“clear and convincing” instead of 
“substantial.” Lee told the Bay 
Guardian that local school officials 
had too much latitude to decide 
which offenses were punishable by 
suspension and expulsion and that 
clear standards are needed to elimi- 
nate arbitrary and discriminatory 
actions. 

Under AB 2632, suspended stu- 
dents could receive homework and 
tests. The bill would impose state- 
mandated local programs to work 
with at-risk students and require that 
expulsion and suspension notices be 
written in the parents’ primary lan- 
guage. But AB 2632 failed on the 
Assembly floor by a 41-27 vote, 
with heavy Democratic opposition. 
“This was my only bill this session 
that failed to get off the floor,” Lee 
said. “And it was blocked by the 
Democrats.” 

“There was a lot of misinforma- 
tion circulating about this bill,” said 
Ben Lopez, chief lobbyist for Cali- 
fornia Rural Legal Assistance. 
“When we were lobbying the 
Democrats they had been told our 
bill would make it more difficult for 
teachers to discipline kids, that it 
would put the other pupils at risk, 
that it was going to cost a lot of 
money.” 

Lopez said the timing of the bill 
— right after the Rodney King riots 
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— also doomed its passage. “We 
felt that in light of the L.A. riots, 
people would become more sensi- 
tized to the fact that what we need is 
youth in school, not on the streets 
with nothing to do. But what 
occurred was exactly the opposite; 
the legislators up here became even 
more afraid and jumped on the law- 
and-order bandwagon,” he said. 

Lopez and the educational law 
information center, Multicultural 
Education, Training and Advocacy 
(META) in San Francisco, are 
working on segmenting AB 2632 
into several bills for resubmittal 
next year. This time around, the bill 
will add a provision that school dis- 
tricts must maintain updated sus- 
pension and expulsion records. 
Since there is no legal requirement, 
many districts don’t keep such fig- 
ures, Lopez said. 

“There are certain procedures 
and sections of the education code 
that clearly undercut a student’s 
due-process rights,” said META 
staff attorney Debra Escobedo, who 
drafted AB 2632. 

Under the code, if a district 
decides to recommend a student for 
expulsion, it may extend a student’s 
suspension for up to 40 days before 
holding an expulsion hearing. “The 
kid is robbed of any sort of formal 
due-process protections because the 
school board does not have to justify 
its decision to expel or ask to hear 
the kid’s side of the story,” Escobe- 
do said. “There is language in the 
code that implies that school boards 
might at least look at alternative 
school placements pending the hear- 
ing, and that’s rarely done.” 


A ‘DEATH’ SENTENCE 
When Sandra Watts tried to get her 
suspended son Antoine transferred 
to Berkeley High’s east campus, he 
was wait-listed. Now ina boys’ 
home in Southern California, 
Antoine fell through the cracks of 
the school system. Antoine, who is 
black, was accused of beating and 
robbing a classmate on a day that his 
mother said he was cutting school to 
spend time with friends at McCly- 
monds High in Oakland, where he 
felt more accepted. When Antoine 
was in school later that week,

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Berkeley police came into his class, 
cuffed him, and drove him to Juve- 
nile Hall. He was kept on suspen- 
sion for a few weeks until the school 
board dropped the case due to cir- 
cumstantial evidence. But Antoine 
refused to go back. 

“His whole world was just blown 
apart,” said Sandra Watts. “He 
stopped talking and became so hate- 
ful to me for not getting him out of 
the whole situation. The only way 
he could prove his point was to stay 
as far away from Berkeley High as 
possible. 

“T can’t believe they killed my 
child’s spirit.

shortcomings, are being robbed of 
their education and self-esteem. 

“The message we're sending to 
our minority students is “We don’t 
want you,’ ” Acevedo said. “Tt actu- 
ally heightens racial tension be- 
cause there is already some feeling 
in the kids that certain types of peo- 
ple act certain ways, and when they 
see it’s officially enforced they’ ll 
think, ‘Hey, it’s OK to say Mexi- 
cans pick fights or blacks are gang- 
Sters ae: 

“T wasn’t doing that well in my 
classes,” Carlos Gonzales said. “But 
after that I didn’t want to go at all. 
The teachers didn’t want me and 
treated me like the dummy in their 
classes. All of a sudden I was this 
bad kid. The other kids, especially 
all the white kids, would move to 
the other side of the hallway like I 
was going to hurt them.” According 
to the Committee for Positive 
Change in the Oakland Public 
Schools, suspension is one of the 
main school-related reasons stu- 
dents quit school. And expulsions 
can be an educational death sen- 
tence because an expelled student is 
banned from the entire district, and 
other districts are not required to 
enroll them. 

“Tt’s a pretty dire sentence for 
kids to be in the streets for a 
semester or more,” Hegarty said. 

“You gotta come back and show 
them you’ re better than what they 
say you are,” Gonzales said. “Don’t 
you see that’s exactly what they 
want? For you to just disappear.” @

:Both bulimia and remaining in 

an abusive relationship are life- 

threatening. The other aspects 
of your situation are “merely” 
unhealthy and unhappymaking. I 
would be doing you a disservice to 
try to help you sortit all out with a 
few well-chosen words. If you can- 
not pick up and move out — to your 
family, to a friend’s, toa women’s 
shelter — then get yourself to a ther- 
apist or mental health clinic. Imme- 
diately. Once you are safe from 
physical harm at the hands of your 
partner, you can begin to learn ways 
to keep yourself safe from your own 
destructive urges and learn new 
ways to be in the world which can 
lead to happiness and fulfillment.

DANIEL 'S

ACARTHUR Boulevard 

in the Laurel District 

of Oakland is lined 

with restaurants. Like 
other “pocket” neighborhoods, it 
has several Chinese restaurants 
from which to choose, and while 
they all seem to have the same basic 
menu, some are packed and others 
cry out for business. 

Daniel’s is one that attracts a 
substantial and loyal crowd. Locat- 
eda block from High Street just off 
the freeway, Daniel’s shares many 
of the same visual qualities of Chi- 
nese restaurants in the Sunset and 
Richmond districts of San Francis- 
co. This neighborhood lunch and 
dinner house draws a mixed crowd 
and has an air of vitality. Proprietor 
Danny Man is almost always on 
hand and adds a note of warmth and 
conviviality to his restaurant. 

Daniel’s hot and sour soup 
($3.85) was one of the better ver- 
sions I have had. Balanced and 
packed with more than just a few 
bamboo shoots and-tofu, this dish 
was superb. Crab meat and beef soup 
($4.85) was composed of a delicate 
‘broth accented with fresh cilantro, 
but it was the tender bits of beef, 
ersatz crab, sheer strands of beaten 
egg white, and tofu that gave this 
soup its texture and subtle flavors. 

The mu shu pork ($5.10) also 
tumed out to be one of the best ver- 
sions I have sampled. The filling of 
pork, egg, green onions, bamboo 
shoots, dried mushrooms, carrots, 
and garlic was sumptuous wrapped 
in delicate pancakes smeared with 
plum sauce. It is a must-order at 
Daniel’s. But the potstickers 
($3.60) were a disappointment — 
they tasted and looked deep-fried 
rather than pan-fried, and the filling 
was bland and dry. 





Janet Hazen, a hotel/restaurant school 
graduate and formerly a chef at Greens 
restaurant, is a freelance writer, cooking 
instructor, and author of Glories of the 
Vegetarian Table; The Sophisticated 
Sandwich; New Game Cuisine; Rolled, 
Wrapped, and Stuffed: International 
Appetizers; and Hot, Hotter, Hottest. 


Chinese steak cubes ($5.85), a 
dish made with tender chunks of 


‘beef combined with green peas and 


sweet onions sauced with a tomato- 
based sweet-and-sour sauce, was 
neither cloying nor too sour, and 
the flavors were unique and robust. 

Szechuan crispy chicken ($7.75) 
and braised flaming rock cod 
($12.95), both listed as specials, 
were just terrific. The moist, succu- 
lent chicken was cut into chunks that 
made nibbling meat from the bone 
easy and fun. Even the white meat 
was juicy and tender, and when 
combined with the slightly sweet 
garlic-and-ginger infused sauce, it 
was heaven. Typically crispy on the 
exterior and moist inside, the cod 
was treated to a subtle but tasty mix- 
ture of pork, dried mushrooms, 
onions, bamboo shoots, and garlic 
that formed a sauce. 

Another special of the evening 
consisted of an elaborate prepara- 
tion of shredded potatoes that had 
been formed into an intricate basket 
shape, deep-fried, and filled with 
garlic prawns and scallops ($8.30). 
The tender prawns and scallops 
mixed with water chestnuts and 
dried mushrooms hinted of hot 
chilies, but I could detect a note of 
stale grease flavor in the crispy 
potato basket. Had fresh grease 
been used to cook the wonderful 
basket, this dish could rank as one 
of the more elegant and exciting 
Chinese seafood dishes in the area. 

Chicken with almonds and 
cashews ($5.10) is mild, nutty, and 
benign — great for kids or those 
with sensitive palates. Also simple, 
but rewarding for those who aren’t 
afraid of grease, salt, and pork in 
concentrated form (who isn’t afraid 
of that combination?), is salt-and- 
pepper pork chops ($5.60), thin 
slabs of deep-fried pork seasoned 
with Chinese salt and pepper. 

Braised eggplant with garlic 
sauce ($4.60) used tender baby egg- 
plants and a stimulating sauce 
spiked with plenty of ginger and gar- 
lic. Dry braised green beans ($4.85) 
—a dish that combines fresh long 
beans that are at once tender and

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crisp with savory bits of pork — are 
always welcome on my table. 
Barbecue pork chow mein 
($4.10) was prepared in the Hong 
Kong style: a fine, pan-fried noodle 
pancake was topped with vibrant 
green bok choy and chunks of 
pork. Chow fun with beef and 
black bean sauce ($4.10) was 
hearty and excellent. Plump wide 
noodles and a savory, not too salty 
or spicy black bean sauce were 
tossed with tender slices of beef, 
resulting in a rich and satisfying 
noodle dish. House special chow 
fun ($4.50) included something 
from every category, but I still pre- 
fer the black bean and beef version. 
Gigantic portions of expertly 
prepared Chinese food served in a 
friendly and cheerful setting are 
always a good find, especially 
when paired with such low prices. 
If you are unfamiliar with this 
stretch of MacArthur Boulevard, I 
suggest you check it out and havea 
terrific meal at the same time. @

NA SMOKY CAFE shot in 
black and white, a muted 
trumpet sears the night like 
Miles Davis, 1956, Upright 
bass and high hat follow 
trumpet. A lean, chiseled 
poet in blazer and white shirt 
stands at the radio-style 
microphone: “Sky fits heaven, so ride 
it,” he reads. “Child fits mother, so 
hold your baby tight.”

Poetry is becoming a 
hot commodity. But are we 
entering an era of lasting 
contributions to literature, 
or is this the beginning of 
the end for poetry, as mass 
commercial acceptance 
was the beginning of the 
end for rock? Is there really 
any good poetry being 
made in these sexy night- 
clubs? 

Poet, publisher, critic, 
promoter, and organizer 
Alan Kaufman thinks the 
best new poets in America 
are at work right now in 
San Francisco — the cradle 
of the American avant-

Lawrence Ferlinghetti, and the rest of 
them still casts a shadow on all poetic 
endeavor in San Francisco. 

That’s why, according to Kauf- 
man, San Francisco has the best poets 
and by far the most advanced inde- 
pendent publishing of all the spoken 
word scenes in the United States, and 
yet New York and Chicago get the 
national media attention. 
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As one of two American spoken 
word artists to tour Germany last year 
at the behest of the German govern- 
ment, Kaufman made good money, 
slept in nice hotels, ate in good restau- 
rants, and was treated seriously by the 
major media. When he returned to 
America he wanted his due. He set 
about organizing Wordland, a poetry 
nightclub held at San Francisco’s 
Women’s Building, where short, 
rapid sets of poetry alternate with 
high-energy techno, industrial, rap, 
and dance music. Wordland attracted 
sizable audiences and even made a lit- 
tle money (although no artists were 
paid). Kaufman then took what had 
been raised, and with the help of the 
Wordland group and graphic design- 
er/editor Kathi Georges published 
several “dossiers” on poets who had 
performed at Wordland. 

In September Kaufman began 
organizing Outcry!, a reading in 
Grace Cathedral for poets to speak out 
on the starvation in Somalia and the 
political atrocities in the Balkan

‘LIKE JOURNALISM’? 


Neeli Cherkovski, poet, biographer of 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti and Charles Bukowski, 
and an important figure in the Beat movement, 
met Kaufman and got involved in the spoken 
word scene through fellow poet Jack Hirsch- 
man. 

“T found the young people to be the most 
open, honest, receptive audience I have ever 
had,” Cherkovski said. “My one big complaint 
is that almost all the poems are about social 
and political situations. Here’s a poem about 
the people of Bosnia. Here’s a poem about 
Somalia. Here’s a poem about suffering in the 
ghetto. It’s dial-a-problem and solve it with a 
poem. These things are like editorials in the 
Chronicle. I favor the most expansive poetry 
possible. I’m talking about the imperialism 
and colonialism of the human soul. I’m talking 
about a poetry that breaks through boundaries, 
that isn’t some neo-Marxist sun-baked Califor- 
nia idea of the way the world is. I’m not damn- 
ing the thing; there’s just too much editorializ- 
ing, it’s too journalistic.” 

Some branches of spoken word are more 
journalistic than others. While Daniel Higgs 
and Steve Arntsen drive language to the cliff of 
pure song, Danielle Willis practices a kind of 
true-crime journalism with line breaks, She 


early home of the Beats in 
New York). 

Kaufman saw in the San Francisco poets a 
refinement and discipline that excited him. He 
got on a Greyhound bus in the summer of 1990 
and came West to be among the Babarians, the 
denizens of San Francisco’s Cafe Babar. 

Cafe Babar is the symbolic crucible of the 
spoken word scene, where Thursday night 
after Thursday night gather the keepers of the 
flame, the poets who were doing poetry before 
it caught the public eye and will be doing it _ 
long after the public passes on to some new: 
phenomenon. Julia Vinograd, who yells 
“Staaaaaarting!” at the beginning of each night 
of poetry at the Babar (and who’s known in 
Berkeley as “the bubble lady” because of her 
penchant for blowing bubbles as she sells her 
books) embodies the spirit and constancy of 
the poetic heart. She is contemplative and con- 
sistently writes poems on the issues of the 
moment, serving as a sort of solid spiritual 
conscience for the younger, more transient

members of the group. 
David Gollub, publisher of the Bullhorn, a 
broadsheet of new and established poets, also 
embodies a certain poetic tradition of honesty 
and attention to perceptual detail and verbal 
nuance. Steve Parr, producer of Spoken Word 
Savages, has been running underground clubs 
and doing video and publishing occasional 
books on Grace St. Press since the late ’70s. 
Articulate, clever, combative, Parr gives the 
scene a cutting edge and helps to ensure that 
poets don’t get boring. Jenny Joseph, who runs 
the Paradise Lounge readings and publishes 
Manic D Press, is getting books out to Europe 
and Australia. Her titles are prominently fea- 
tured at City Lights Books. 
Mel C. Thompson is publish- 
ing tiny books of poetry for 
75 cents called the Blue 
Beetle series, as well as pub- 
lishing a host of full-size 
books. Kathi Georges, who 
runs the readings at the Exit 
Cafe, designed the Wordland 


The Verdict Is In, the collec- 
tion of works inspired by the 
1992 Los Angeles riots pub- 
lished by Manic D. Lastly, 
there’s Bucky Sinister, the 
young man who runs the 
Monday-night readings at the 
Chameleon on Valencia. 

These people are the core. 
But I believe that the 
strongest poets in the group 
have blundered into this 
camp from the outskirts, 
filled with contradictions: 
Jack Hirschman. the Ph.D. who fled academia 
to peddle socialist papers on the streets; 
Daniel Higgs, the tattoo artist and rock singer, 
reeling off long, otherworldly lines that defy 
linguistic gravity; Andy Clausen, the con- 
struction worker and traveler praised by Gins- 
berg; Michael Franti, rapper, rock star, master 
of dactyls; Peter Plate, the anarchist of precise 
narrative; Dominique Lowell, the Janis Joplin 
of spoken word; Steve Arntsen, the pianist 
making strange verbal music full of sea 
anemones; Alan Kaufman, avatar of Lenny 
Bruce, Walt Whitman and Jackie Gleason. 
There are others and will be others, and spo- 
ken word being, like jazz, an art of moments, 
they will not always be good. And on some 
nights unaccountable brilliance will pour from 
the lips of fools. 


DEATH TO THE PERSONA 

What is this work called spoken word? Where 
does it come from? How does it differ from 
mainstream poetry? From the Beats? 

“The Beats embodied authorial presence,” 
says language poet Barrett Watten, whose 
work in the 1970s attacked epistemological 
assumptions embedded in language. ““Gins- 
berg’s work was sort of inseparable from his 
person after a while. The cult of Ginsberg is

interested in text as absence, or text as doing 
things apart from the presence of the author. 
So I work to devalue the persona of the author, 
to take it out in a certain way, to remove it to 
the margins of the whole project.” 

No wonder we heard stories of Beats and 
language poets getting in near-fistfights on 
street comers when they encountered one 
another. If your poetics is a way of life as much 
as a way of writing, death to the poetic persona 
means death to the poet. The language poets, 
while claiming to be talking only theory, were 
figuratively stripping the cars of the Beats. 
They were walking onto turf fiercely defended 
for two decades by the goatee guard and taking

the tires off the old Fords. 

Like Beat poetry, spoken word elevates the 
poetic persona, but unlike the transcendental 
persona of the Beats, the spoken word persona 
is prosaic, earthbound, often an Everyman 
speaking in a plain voice. Spoken word poets 
were formed in the crucible of real economic 
despair and political threat. They are poets of 
lowered expectations and political rage. 
Although they manipulate language freely, at 
heart they are realists. 

Spoken word is not about intoxication and 
transcendence. Perhaps as a consequence, 
alcoholism and drug addiction are not as 
endemic as they were in the Beat movement. 
And, happily, there is very little chanting. 

The San Francisco music that dominated 
the ’60s had its roots in the ecstatic sensibili- 
ties of the Beats. Technical advances and 
capital-intensive appeals to a broadening 
consumer base allowed rock to take over as 
the voice of a generation, leaving the poets as 
sidemen. Millions were pumped into rock. Its 
heart became engorged to the bursting point; 
its transcendent message was bloated. Rock 
engulfed poetry, became poetry’s bombastic 
placebo, became a selling tool. 

But as the 80s wore on and the tipped split 
of wealth frayed the shirtsleeves, emptied the 
cupboards, and eventually removed the roofs, 
doors, windows and beds of the poor, young 
people of passion and vision turned to poetry. 
They didn’t call it poetry. They just got up and 
talked. But it was poetry. 

The other night at Grace Cathedral, 
Michael Franti, lead singer and songwriter for 
the Disposable Heroes of Hiphoprisy and a

our age, read brilliantly, and afterward the 
other poets sat in a cafe on Polk Street talking 
about what an amazing poet was this rock star, 
who had just come off a tour with U2: “Listen 
to those dactyls!” poet George Scrivani was 
saying.

ACK WHEN I REALLY knew 

my brother, he was on a 

steady diet of Led Zep- 

pelin and Jim Beam, the 
keeper of the basement in our sub- 
urban Ohio home. He played cards 
and collected beer posters. He 
didn’t notice babies because, back 
then, he didn’t have one. 

Now I call him and he talks about 
things like his child’s bloated cheeks 
and blue-black eyes. He uses strange 
childbirth words like colostrum, 
which I have to remember to look up 
later. He tells me he cries, or 
cried at least, when his 
wife and new infantcame 
home from the hospital. 

Life forces — the 
baby’s and/or a brother’s 
crying — are difficult to 
ignore, and it seems 
Bruce Springsteen wants 
to become one. Last week 
at the Shoreline, he 
invoked the elements — 
earth, wind, his new 
child, TV — and he 
talked about the Children, 
the “Real World,” the 
Vote, and the Violence, 
gathering up all the play- 
ers for his epic rock show 
in suburbia. But epic is de rigueur for 
Bruce; it’s suburbia that’s the chal- 
lenge, the last great unhip frontier, 


the cultural wasteland. Bruce doesn’t ° 


seem ashamed to embrace it. 


YOUR HOMETOWN 


I don’t exactly come from down in 
the valley, where mister when 
you're young ... but I always felt as 
if I did. In the monotony of my sub- 
urb, Bruce was a worthy template 
for middle-school angst — ona 
continuum with the Bronté sisters 
and tomadoes, he was another force 
of drama. Badlands, Thunder 
Roads, and Marys were easy 
enough to find there. After all, 
these were the Reagan years: Facto- 
ries had closed, and local music 
culture (in the era of shiny corpo- 
rate-rock posters) had migrated to 
the darkness on the edge of town in 
my part of the working-class heart- 
land. We were pre-MTV (the in- 
every-home kind), victims of a 
bankrupt rock radio that never tired 
of Pink Floyd’s “Have a Cigar,” 
kept carefully segregated from the 
punk, racy, and/or rebellious 
impulses of the decade. We had to 
figure out George Clinton, UB40, 
Run DMC, Fela, the Feelies, 
R.E.M., the Sex Pistols on our own, 
which meant out of town. 

We had just about one pop icon 





in which to invest our hormones. 
So it’s probably not so strange that 
my friends and I could forge some 
suburban cultural alloy that incor- 
porated Bruce, early dykehood, sci- 
ence geekiness, and, occasionally, 
weight training. Right? 


ACID UNWASHED 
A friend suggested that Bruce is 
Bruce because he doesn’t separate 
himself from the great unwashed. 
When I looked around the Shore- 
line show with my notebook, I was 
hard-pressed to find anything that 
wasn’t scrubbed 
clean — the concert- 
goers didn’t fit the 
usual rock-watcher 
profile. In front of 
me, a man lifted his 
kid onto his shoul- 
ders for “Bom to 
Run.” Behind me, 
two women in the 
proverbial acid- 
washed jeans 
nursed their beers. 
Not the unwashed, 
but the typically 
unwelcome — and 
Bnuce was singing 
about his “Bad- 
lands” as wellas his 
bourgeois house in 
the Hollywood hills to them as he 
would have to a bunch of odd girls 
in Ohio. 

You could say he had to, but it 
seemed brave, Bruce talking about 
the demons of suburbia and TV 
boredom. Somewhere in the show 
(even before the acoustic “Thunder 
Road”), it must have seemed honesi 
—enough so that I forgot to keep 
taking notes. 

The Neil Diamond factor never 
properly kicked in, aside from a 
few unfortunate moments — when 
he proudly yelled “My sponsor is 
LOVE!” the predictable moment 
when he took a “Leap of Faith” into 
the audience; and the reprise of the 
Cinderella rescue shtick a la his 
“Dancing in the Dark” video 
(though the rescued girl from the 
audience appeared much too pre- 
pared, and not much awestruck by 
the brush). 

But for a musician who’s sur- 
vived a few decades in the spot- 
light, Bruce’s sweat looked like it 
still stinks: He still seems real. Of 
course, it’s because he’s better at 
flirting with his audience and teas- 
ing them to climax than a Sophie 
B, Hawkins or just about anyone 
else. But it’s also because he 
understands that demons don’t just 
live in cities; they haunt the sub- 
urbs, too. @

N ONE UNFORGETTABLE moment 

in a film festival that prides 

itself on startling imagery, a 

sex-worker activist is shown in 
Vivian Kleiman’s My Body's My 
Business instructing a prostitute on 
what to do when the customer refus- 
es to wear acondom. She places the 
condom within her mouth, grabs a 
willing dildo, and demonstrates the 
appropriate supple tooth technique 
for slipping a condom over an erect 
penis while pretending to givea 
basic blow job. 

“The guy,” she says, “will never 
feel a thing.” 

Then there are the primal- 
screaming, mohawked, tattooed, 
and leathered-studded San Francis- 
co women in Sara Whiteley’s Rap- 
ture, Their idea of fun is to dance 
with metal balls hanging from their 
own pierced flesh. The tug of the 
balls creates a burning sensation and 
blood begins to flow.

tempted to think, will you routinely 
encounter this kind of program- 
ming. This year’s Film Arts Festi- 
val, Nov. 4-8 at the Roxie Cinema, 
specializes as always in works pro- 
duced by local independent film- 
and video-makers, and teems with 
provocative films impaling exis- 
tence from every imaginable direc- 
tion. Such is diversity in action, and 
it sure looks gorgeous. 

There’s so much to choose from 
here, you can approach the festival 
from any angle. For example, what 
it means to be lesbian and gay —a 
topic that’s always popular in the 
Bay Area. Pam Walton’s superb 
film Gay Youth stands out, but the 
FAF also has documentaries on gay 
parents, gay marriages, HIV-posi- 
tive black gay men, teenage AIDS 
awareness, and gay love triangles. 

Perhaps you’d prefer to hang out 
with the whores. You could check 
out an up-close-and-personal look at 
peep-show dancers, U.S. Navy-base 
prostitutes in the Philippines, or 
Scarlet Harlot’s well-constructed 
look at hooker activism and the 
1989 World Whores Summit in San 
Francisco. 

On the more conventional side 
there is Susana Blaustein Mufioz 
and Erica Marcus’ inspirational 
documentary on Palestinian peace 
activist/feminist Raymonda Tawil, 
My Home, My Prison, and an inves- 
tigative look at the first person ever 
to be found innocent by reason of 
self-defense in a police-shooting 
case, Thalia Drori’s Adam Abdul 
Hakeem: One Who Survived. 

And there’s much, much more. 
Retroactive music videos from Don- 
ald Patrick’s Bongo Science sub- 
limely revisit the Vietnam War and 
the civil rights struggle to the sound 
of Nancy Sinatra’s “Boots” and the 
Temptations’ “Ball of Confusion.” 
Just the titles of some of the other 
short films are 
enough to effec- 
tively seduce: Jen- 
nifer M. Gentile’s 
Corn Smut (‘Some | 
say you shouldn’t 
wear lipstick in 
Nebraska”), Feme 


Comm Smut.

Pearlstein’s Squatting (“I hate 
dumping the shit bucket”), Joe Mur- 
tay’s My Dog Zero (starring an ani- 
mated, drooling, repulsively ugly 
and yet cute mutt), and Victor Bel- 
lomo and David Pace’s Nothing Is 
Fundamental (a catchy sing-along 
tune based on the writings of Michel 
Foucault). 


GROW THE CORN 


Maybe it was Foucault who warned 
against the dangers of attempting to 
construct a “meta-narrative” that 
would explain everything under the 
sun. Certainly sitting through a good 
15 hours of FAF programming sug- 
gests that such an endeavor would 
ensure severe brain pain. How do 


-you fit a documentary on hedge- 


trimming (K.D. Davis’ Over the 
Hedge) into the same paradigm as a 
meditation on incest (Julia Tell’s 
She’ s Just Growing Up Dear)? 

The answer is, you don’t. You sit 
back and accept each film on its 
own level, whether farce or tragedy, 
visually poetic or black and white. 
That’s just one of the mandates of 
diversity — to accept differences 
and not force them into one world 
order. 

Still, two films at the festival 
deserve special attention by virtue 
of their own, very different and suc- 
cessful approaches to truth and sto- 
ry-telling. Each film illuminates 
without dictating, searches for high- 
er meaning through convention- 
upsetting manipulation and 
imagery. 

By far the more comprehensible 
of the two, Tuscarora, directed by 
David Schickele and produced by 
Kim Shelton, focuses ona small 
town in Nevada. At first the docu- 
mentary seems to be about Dennis 
Parks, a ceramic artist who settled in 
the town in the 1960s and now runs

a summer retreat for pottery enthu- 
siasts. But soon another story line 
emerges, as we see the Horizon 
Mining Co. arrive at the town’s bor- 
ders and proceed to devour the local 
desert through a highly destructive 
mining process aimed at separating 
microscopic specks of gold from the 
earth. Parks, as one of the leaders of 
the effort to save the town from 
being engulfed by the mining com- 
pany, connects the two narratives. 

At once separate and yet inextri- 
cably entwined, the story of pottery 
and the story of gold mining com- 
ment on each other in ways both 
overt and symbolic. A loving cam- 
era examines Parks’ pottery to the 
sound track of the artist explaining 
his philosophy of art. But before 
one’s eyes glaze over from an over- 
dose of ruminations on pottery 
shards, the scene shifts to the awe- 
some pit that looms, vast and threat- 
ening, just outside the town, 
Destruction and creation not only 
are opposed, but in the person of 
Parks, a poet and artist who enjoys 
hunting and killing deer, they are 
also unified. 


VIDEO LETTERS 


Despite the interweaving, Tusca- 
rora’s story lines are clear. This is 
not the case in Lynn Hershman’s 
confusing, impenetrable, extraordi- 
narily manipulative, and delightful 
Shooting Script. Itis, in a word, 
postmodern, although one hesitates 
before using such a hackle-raising 


term. : 

Shooting Script is a collaboration 
between Hershman and two Danish 
directors, and according to Hersh- 
man’s ongoing narration, neither 
side really had any idea of where 
they were going or how they would 
get there when they began the pro- 
ject, although Hershman notes that 
she had the ultimate creative power 
of the final edit. 

The two sides hired actors, a 
Danish man and an American wom- 
an, and then filmed the two actors 
filming themselves. The films the 
actors made took the form of “video 
letters” mailed back and forth across 
international borders. The letters 
comprise one narrative, the second 
layer of filming upon filming is 
another narrative, and the commen- 
tary by Hershman still another. The 
viewer has very little idea what is 
happening and is forced to surrender 
cognitive control and go along for 
the ride, picking and choosing at the 
hints that seem to make sense. 

“T tend to like unstable resolu- 
tion,” says Hershman on-screen, 
and wow, does she ever prove it. 
But the film also argues that “‘it is 
very important to see things from all 
angles and all perspectives.” In 
Shooting Script she more than lives 
up to that goal. So does the Film 
Arts Festival. @

NK, PAPER, AND a world-weary 

voice separate the reader from 

the stark sex in Marguerite 

uras’ novel The Lover. When 

Duras sorted through the memories of 
her childhood in Vietnam, she had 
miles of emotion between her and the 
events — “The story of my life 
doesn’t exist. Does not exist. There’s 
never any center to it.” — and she 
Closed the gap without losing the 
schizophrenia of the voice or the fog- 
gy emotional complexity of the story. 

In Jean-Jacques Annaud’s R-rated 
film version of The Lover, only the 
subtlety is gratuitous. He swaggers 
through the same material with a 
camera in his holster, the immediacy 
of the lens replacing the distance of 
the words — and he dominates rather 
than interprets the story. It’s good 
soft-pom, but it’s also bad art. 

The camera, acting as the eye of 
the voyeur rather than the eye of the 
film’s primary subject, overpowers 
the elegance of Duras’ spare prose, 
even though her words are often 
directly quoted in the voice-over. As 
porn, it sets its cross hairs on taboo: 
humiliating the Chinese man (Tony 
Leung) at the hands of white people, 
degrading the pubescent French girl 


(Jane March) in a rape scene, and 
crossing generations and ethnicities 
in its fucking. You could probably get 
amore honest thrill watching skin 
flicks on the VCR. 

But pornography cares more about 
the body than the conscious parts of 
the mind, and the film’s prurience is 
the only strong thing about it. The sex 
is disturbing and powerful enough 
that it cracks the eggshell narrative, 
the thin Love/Family stories it’s 
encased in. Unlike the novel, wherein 
Duras unbuttons both her own mind 
and the skin-soaked memories within 
it, The Lover has no layers; it’s a 
straight-line narrative: girl meets 
man/girl mates man/girl lives unhap- 
pily ever after. Next victim. 

The camera makes us peepers, 
willing or not. Duras’ written story 
does the opposite: It brings the reader 
in as a privileged confidant who can 
pause with her over her thoughts. But 
in this film, there is no room for the 
pause, only cynicism or submission. 
The naive treatment of the “native” 
culture, the lack of apology for the 
family members’ cruelty to one 
another, its xenophobia in an alien 
environment are all scoff-worthy, but 
they’re also threatening gestures that 
beg you to writhe. 

As the unnamed subject, The 
Young Girl, repeatedly explains, her 
shame is her strength. You could say 
the same for Annaud’s The Lover. @

CONSENTING ADULTS 

Consenting? How about “conned into 
it” adults? Kevin Kline and wife Mary 
Elizabeth Mastrantonio are struggling 
to keep their small advertising compa- 
ny going. He composes advertising jin- 
gles, she runs the office. Then new 
neighbors Kevin Spacey (is he ever!) 
and Rebecca Miller move in next door 
with a speedboat hitched to their Mer- 
cedes convertible and a twin-engined 
Piper. Soon Kline's jogging with the 
won’t-be-ignored Spacey by day, and 
watching the nude Miller through 
their facing bedroom windows at 
night. So, after Spacey fakes a five-fig- 
ure accident and gives most of the 
payoff to Kline, the latter's conned 
into a little wife-swapping, with 
traitorous consequences that cause 
Kline to lose everything. Outlandish? 
Unbelievable? So's Alan J. Pakula’s 
movie that’s about as far from All the 
President's Men as he could get, and 
will disappoint audiences who'll be too 
adult to consent to the credibility of 
any of it. (Regency 1, SF; Shattuck, 
Berk.; Century, Oak.) 


NIGHT AND THE CITY 

Too bad director Irwin Winkler didn’t 
focus on Robert De Niro’s brilliant 
ambulance-chasing shyster lawyer's 
not-immoral-but-amoral character, 
then let the story fall in place around 
it. As it is, everyone and everything 
(and there's an abundance of both) 
seem to get equal time. Whether cun- 
ning chameleon De Niro’s having jeal- 
ous bartender Cliff Gorman’s wife Jes- 
sica Lange in a dark doorway; trying 
to get damages for a “victim” who's 
twice the size of his alleged attacker; 
conning a man into lending him mon- 
ey while apologizing to another for 
nonpayment, there's just too much 
going on. And when, like Rodney 
Dangerfield, he wants respect and 
teams up with ex-fighter Jack Warden 
to become a boxing promoter, there- 
by angering crooked boxing racket 
king Alan King, his focus fades again. 
By film’s end his performance is so dif- 
fused by a too-busy night in this par- 
ticular city that it can no longer be 
easily recognized for the standout that 
it is. (Metro, SF; Shattuck, Berk.; Cen- 
tury, Oak.) 


PURE COUNTRY 

Pure country the music certainly is, 
and for George Strait fans there’s 
more than enough of him to keep 
them ecstatic. For those also interest- 
ed in a story line, however, there are a 
few problems. Christopher Cain‘s 
movie opens with three Strait songs (a 
long time when nothing else is hap- 
pening) before Strait allows as how 
he’s fed up with the smoke, flashy 
lights, and altogether overextravagant 
productions his shows have become, 
and heads for the hills and grand- 
mother’s house, to the extreme 
annoyance of almost- wearing-a- 
tight-leather-outfit manager Lesley 
Ann Warren. While the likable Strait’s 
finding himself (with a little help from 
headstrong Isabel Glasser) by learning 
to be a roping cowboy, a singing 
rival's taken over his turf, knowing the 
audience won't know the difference. 
But not to worry, it all ends happily 
and, after all, what else can it do 
when the movie’s mostly music only 
occasionally interrupted by a plot?

HE IMBROGLIO OVER ACT’s 

production of The Pope 

and the Witch, which takes 

a swipe at the Vatican, ele- 
vates the foolish play to undeserved 
heights. Italian playwright Dario Fo 
has a reputation for feisty political 
satires, but this, his latest, is acon- 
glomeration of hackneyed conven- 
tions: The goings-on often look like 
an outtake from a Three Stooges 
film. : 

The pope (Geoff Hoyle) suffers 
an attack of nervous exhaustion just 
before an important press confer- 
ence. Gazing out at the busloads of 
school children and tourists, His 
Holiness thinks he sees an ocean of 
Third World orphans and that they, 
the result of his policies on contra- 


-ception and abortion, have come to 


haunt him. 

The pope’s panicked underlings 
call for Dr. Ridolfi (Dan Hiatt), who 
brings with him a mysterious assis- 
tant (Sharon Lockwood). Disguised 
as anun, she lights up a cigarette 
that is tossed around like a hot pota- 
to. Like grade-school mischief-mak- 
ers, the cardinals and nuns sneak 
drags as they hide the cigarette from 
the pope. The scene is a glimpse of 
things to come. 

Under Richard Seyd’s direction, 
slapstick abounds. Ridolfi’s “nun” 
turns out to be a Bantu witch doctor, 
sending the clergy into a tizzy until 
she proves her power to heal — this 


unfortunately demands an elaborate 
display of (failed) physical comedy 
as the pope is hoisted up on the 
chandelier ropes and sent swinging 
above a smoking caldron. 

Things nosedive further in Act 2: 
The witch doctor, it turns out, is 
actually a drug trafficker/abortion- 
ist/masseuse. Fo elucidates the mer- 
its of legalizing drugs, and in one of 
the play’s few stylish moments, the 
witch lines up her addicts to provide 
controlled heroin injections with the 
pope looking on — religion/heroin 
as the faith/opiate of these masses. 

The play careens onward. When 
the pope sees the sociological light, 
his efforts to reform the Church are 
thwarted by the Mafia and unseen 
assassins, and onstage activity accel- 
erates into a near-frenzy. But even 
Kent Dorsey’s snazzy set can’t dis- 
guise this production’s lack of com- 
ic instinct. 

The Pope and the Witch plays at 
ACT, SF.

BRAVE 
NEw TWIst

LAYWRIGHT Holly Hughes, 
who attained notoriety as 
one of the NEA 4, has yet to 
elude controversy. Her lat- 
est play, No Trace of the Blonde, 
which begins a workshop produc- 
tion this week at Life on the Water, 


centers around a daughter’s desire to 
break free from her mother. Fea- 
tured in the cast in the role of the 
mother is Kate Bornstein, a trans- 
sexual lesbian playwright/per- 
former. 

This bit of casting adds a brave 
twist to the production. Some femi- 
nists oppose “‘non-biologically 
female” women in their ranks, but 
Hughes and Bornstein agree that, as 
far as this character is concerned, 
Bornstein may well be the best 
woman for the job. 

“T think that because of who she 
is, Kate has really studied what it 
means to be female, what the culture 
sees as appropriate female behav- 
ior,” says the playwright. “And I 
think that’s an interesting idea that 
femininity is an acquired skill, 
something you can take classes in.” 
The character that Bornstein plays, 
Mrs. Du Jour, is quite nearly a pro- 
fessional female. “She ain’t June 
Cleaver,” cackles Hughes, who 
described the character as “‘so ori- 
ented toward being a man trap that 
she doesn’t have any other means 
for dealing with the world.” Hughes 
has a habit of writing mothers who 
are, as Bornstein puts it, “crazy asa 
loon.” 

In rehearsing for her role, Born- 
stein said she read a lot of Readers’ 
Digests and women’s magazines 
from the 1950s and early ’60s. Ironi- 
cally, these are magazines that Born- 
stein remembers seeing as a little 
boy. “I had no idea what it meant to 
be a woman,” recalls Bornstein, who 
had her sex-change operation 10 
years ago. “All I had were the maga- 
zines and the newspapers.”

Hughes and Bornstein acknowl- 
edge that the audiences’ awareness 
of the actor’s transsexuality will 
alter the reading of the play. “I want 
the audience to be aware of the 
mother’s dependence on gender, 
and I think that my presence in the 
play heightens that,” says Born- 
stein. Hughes agrees that her partic- 
ipation may emphasize the play’s 
subtext of masquerade and role- 
playing: “Mrs. Du Jour is continu- 
ally trying to act out some idea of 
what a woman should be.”

PREVIEW 


THE ISLAND 

It reflects quite well on a play 
that it is still alive and meaning- 
ful some 20 years after it was 
written. It reflects poorly on a 
society that the social injustices 
raised in that play are still with 
us. 

The classic South African 
play, The /sland, written by 
Athol Fugard, John Kani, and 
Winston Ntshona, opens this 
week at the New Conservatory 
Theater: Its themes strike a 
chord of truth here just as it has 
in its homeland. Performed by 
the British theater company 
Elere Yoruba, The Island con- 
cerns two prisoners on Robben 
Island (where Nelson Mandela 
was jailed). The two men share 
a cell, as well as frustration and 
friendship. 

Structured as a play within a 
play, South African actor Mavu- 
so Tshabalala and English actor 
Prince Albert Tucker portray 
prisoners who rehearse Anti- 
gone for a prison performance. 

“The playwrights have clev- 
erly transplanted Antigone into 
the action of the play itself, and 
this is why they managed to get 
away with a performance in 
South Africa, ” said director 
Bunmi Popoola, “ because the 
establishment said, ‘It has noth- 
ing to do with us. It's a Greek 
tragedy.’ ” 

Using Antigone to comment 
on the present, the play makes 
a statement that’s both subtle 
and powerful. The injustice of 
Greek law, made to serve the 
interests of a minority, not of 
the masses, clearly foreshadows 
South African rule. Both 
Popoola and playwright Athol 
Fugard note a correlation to the 
racial discord in the U.S. as well. 
“There are unhappy parallels 
between the American experi- 
ence and South Africa,” said 
Fugard, who added that when 
they heard about the Rodney 
King verdict, “It took our breath 
away in South Africa.” 

Fugard, who has been exam- 
ining race relations since 1961, 
when he wrote South Africa’s 
first interracial play, does not 
consider himself a political play- 
wright: “I’m a South African 
storyteller, and | tell stories 
about desperate people, and in 


works: Director Ellen Sebastian is 
staging No Trace of the Blonde in 
workshop performances, after which 
the audience will be encouraged to 
offer opinions. “Theater artists aren’t 
usually given a chance to try out new 
material. They are pressured to pre- 
sent a finished project,” says Sebas- 
tian, who stresses that live perfor- 
mance exists in a community con- 
text. “What I’m doing is trying not to 
mask the participation of the audi- 
ence.”

IT CAN’T HAPPEN HERE 
When Sinclair Lewis’ cautionary, 
controversial /t Can‘t Happen 
Here first opened in 1936, the 
Federal Theater Project — to 
intense reaction — staged 22 
simultaneous productions in 17 
different cities. Four years later, 
the FTP was dismantled, the vic- 
tim, some believe, of right-wing 
attacks that parallel the current 
controversy over the National 
Endowment for the Arts. 

Now, in the anniversary 
week of the play’s first opening 
(and just in time for the presi- 
dential election), the Z Collec- 
tive brings back this tale of 
creeping fascism, a demagogic 
creep named “Buzz” Windrip, 
and a kindly newspaper editor 
named Doremus Jessup, who 
learns the importance of stick- 
ing up for democracy. Unfortu- 
nately, the play doesn’t live up 
to its rep as a troublemaker. 

Black-hat, white-hat all the 
way, /t Can’t Happen Here has 
got to be one of the more sim- 
plistic reflections on politics in 
recent memory. Coming from 
the Z Collective, which has 
developed a reputation for the- 
ater that is both risky and fresh, 
it's particularly disappointing. 
Although well acted by the 
principals (especially Jane Ange- 
les in the Daisy Buchanan role 
of Sissy Jessup), the staging 
feels staid and stuck in homage 
mode. This dystopian snapshot 
of the way one comfortable 
family weathers the rise of a 
thuggish dictatorship should be 
more sharp-edged.

As we left the cinema 
around midnight, hoards of punk 
rockers on the very cutting edge of 
the counterculture streamed into 
the movie theater, and even as we 
got to the tube station and the whole 
place was plastered with safety-pinned 
youth, still I didn’t get it By the time 
the Sex Pistols came on I was safely 
tucked up in bed. 

But Critical Mass did not sleep 
throughout the punk revolt. When 
the Clash played an Anti-Nazi 
League rally in London in April 
1978, I joined 100,000 others, mad- 
ly drumming away on the back of a 
truck with a tuneless combo who 
called themselves Oxy and the 
Morons. And it was during this peri- 
od that I met Eddie Ball (then of the 
Television Personalities), who was 
the only person I knew in punk rock 
who was actually, still, working 
class. While the Sex Pistols were 
putting “God Save the Queen” into 
the No.1 slot, Eddie was working in 
a gun shop in order to save up the 
money to put out independently 
released singles. After the Pistols 
split up and John Lydon went on to 
form PiL, Eddie formed a new band 
called the Times. Today, the Times 
still put music out, and recently 
released Lundi Bleu (Creation), a 
multilingual series of renderings of 
New Order’s “Blue Monday” that 
maintains Eddie Ball’s trademark 
sense of jest. 

It is serious bad faith to be nos- 
talgic about punk. But that’s no 
excuse for self-imposed amnesia. I 
do remember how it felt that after- 
noon on the back of that truck, 
trundling across east London to the 
half-hearted jeers of neo-Nazis who 
looked shaken by the sheer size of 
the march against them. And I do 





cal exposé. My favorite 
post-Pistols act of sub- 
version-through-sub- 
mission was Lydon’s 
PiL lineup circa 1983 
that sounded (and 
dressed) like a lounge 
act and did a hilarious 
cruise-ship rendition of

should we make of the greatest-hits 
package out later this month — The 
Great Rock and Roll Swindle

The idea of the Sex Pistols doing 
stadia and greatest hits provokes 
mixed feelings. On the one hand, it 
is a masterstroke, the final proof 
that EMI (who were the objects of 
one of the Pistols’ very best songs) 
won the game — in the U.K., 
Thorn-EMI now owns the Sex Pis- 
tols’ record company, Virgin. A 
reunion tour laced with caustic Rot- 
ten irony will finally make the point 
that, yes, we’ ve been had. But on 
the other hand, there is how me and 
Eddie felt in 1977. It had nothing to 
do with fashion or ripped T-shirts 
or nihilistic self-destruction. We 
made a bit of music, and talked a lot 
about Johnny Rotten and the 
dozens of new bands that had 
formed since last Wednesday, and 
we thought that the world was actu- 
ally, really, going to change. When 
you went onstage you had the feel- 
ing that you really could play any- 
thing and get away with it. Your 
rage could be spat out in raw shards 
of music in some pub in west Lon- 
don, and if it didn’t particularly 
sound like a song, or something that 
EMI would like, nobody cared. @

OU’RE ATTENDING the opening 

of the Mark Leyner Memorial 

Pavilion and Dim Sum 

Automat; everyone is there. 

Gossip columnist Liz Smith, 
slathered with elk sweat and booster-rocket 
condensation, is trussed into a gown of 
molten polyurethane and shackled to 
the fender of a souped-up Pontiac GTO. 
Onetime Incredible Hulk, Lou Ferrigno, 
painted orange and jacked up on a 
ketamine/wiperfluid highball, is putting 
Liz through some sort of savage, barnyard 
kama sutra. Blowfly is conducting the 
orchestra. Nicolas Roeg is on hand, 
directing the dancercize sequence for a 
remake of The Rats Are Coming, the Werewolves 
Are Here! In the camera’s glare hunches 
James Coburn, passionately chewing the 
arms off of a dazed Raj Kapoor. Gilbert 
Sorrentino circles the production’s 
periphery like a cub reporter, scribbling 
notes for a sequel to Mulligan Stew, while 
high above the scene, Raymond Roussel 
is observing the action from the Pia Zadora 
suite of the Tor Johnson Intercontinental 
Plaza — through the wrong end of his 
binoculars.

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itstomps toxic mud on the all places 
ordinary mortals fear to tread. 

When Leyner told Mondo 2000 
last year: “I’m very interested in 
Homer... in Homer, you can’t find 
a sentence that’s not about some 
sort of gigantic, larger-than-life 
event. Talk about not having 
transitional sentences!” he wasn’t 
kidding. Every paragraph of Et Tu, 
Babeseems stocked with five tabloid- 
worthy feats of violence, four 
celebrity encounters, three quotes 
from the cover blurbs of the 
author’s previous novels and a 
couple of throbbing erections — 
both of them Leyner’s. That’s 
because “Mark Leyner,” the novel’s 
irrationally enlarged superhero, 
doesn’t just have a really obvious 
basket; he’s hung like Oral Robert’s 
Prayer Needle. 

Masturbation is a crucial 
rhetorical trope in Leyner’s 
engorged fiction —you’ll find him 
at it on the first page of his first 
book, J Smell Esther Williams, and at 
regular intervals thereafter — but 
Et Tu’s “Leyner” doesn’t spend 
all his time working his johnson: 
He’s busy doing drugs, too. “I 
mean, we can’t leave the 
exploration of inner space to New 
Age Milquetoasts like Terence 
McKenna,” “Leyner’” tells Desiree 
Buttcake (not herrealname) when 
he agrees to sample a whiff of the 
much-coveted “Lincoln’s Morning

Breath” — a vial of the Great 
Emancipator’s hallucinogenic 
halitosis. 

Drugs are groovy, but when 
Lincoln’s Morning Breath — like 
Chew-Z in P. K. Dick’s The Three 
Stigmata of Palmer Eldritch — turns 
out to be the narcotic catalyst for 
both the hero’s psychoactive 
metempsychosis and the novel’s 
rewarding narrative breakdown, 
Leyner’s loopy auto-infomercial of 
ardent self-stroking and Disneyoid 
millenialism may be for hardcore 


mind-jackers only. Depending on 
your tolerances, the chewy texture 
of Et Tu, Babe’s culture con- 
stellations could easily seem like 
portentously arranged nuggets of 
funky hot dog in a pool of glowing 
vomit.

MAGINE MYSURPRISE, a few days 

after Sex came out, to find 

Madonna herself waiting at 

my door. Well, we live only 

12 blocks apart. “I’ve always 
admired your work,” she said. “All 
the hundreds of sexy short stories 
in pom magazines.” 

“I didn’t realize you were a fan,” 
I said. 

“I studied your fiction to learn 
how towrite my own,” she revealed. 
“Frankly, I’ve wanted to be a 
pornographer myself for the 
longest time ... but you must have 
guessed that.” 

“Yes, I sensed it, my dear,” I 
said. “And you’ve been making 
progress with this new book. I loved 
the story about the guy getting 
blown by a Cuban girl in the 
clothing store changing room. It 
was nasty and horny. I also liked 
the lesbian story on the beach, and 
later that shot of you holding a tube 
of suntan lotion at your naked 
crotch and squirting ribbons of goo 
onto Naomi Campbell’s bare titties. 
That’s like a ‘wetshot’ in the video 
business.” 

“You think, maybe, I could write 
for some of the magazines youwrite 
for?” 

“You mean like D-Cup, Shaved, 
Girls Over Forty, Cheeks, Swank, Stag, 
Leg Action, Orental Dolls, Black Tail, 
Cinema Blue, Fox, Gallery, Nasty 
Letters, Fetish Letters, and Offbeat 
Letters? But they don’t pay as well 
as Warner Books. How many 
millions did you get for Sex? You 
see, Madonna, no matter what 
name I’ve been writing under for 
18 years — Irv O. Neil, Norbert 
Klinger, Oscar Stein, Lester Bloom, 
Leo Berman, or Dr. Igor Rossi — 
I still only average about $15 to $20 
a page. So, I don’t know if you’d 
like the real world of porn. As a 
colleague of mine once quipped, 
it’s the Foreign Legion of 
publishing.” 

“Well, what did you think of the 
pictures in Sex? I value your input.” 

“I like a lot of the same 
photographers you do: In Sex I 


see traces of Newton, Man Ray, 
Atget, De Dienes, Yeager, and all 
those forgotten guys who used to 
shoot for girlie books in the ’50s 
and ’60s. Decoding your eclectism 
makes me feel well educated. It 
must have been fun to have Meisel 
recreate their visual worlds and 
place you inside them. I wish I 
could afford to do that myself with 
the magazines I edit, but the 
budgets are tiny compared to yours, 
and, frankly, most porn fansaren’t 
interested in hommage, so I have 
to stick with meat-and-potatoes 
beaver shots—which I noticed you 
avoided in Sex. How come?” 

“It’s not my fantasy to show my 
actual holes to the world ... but did 
the pictures turn you on anyway?”

It’s a fantasy, she’s 
entitled.’ But as far as you with a 
whip — you don’t need 
paraphernalia to be a top. You’re 
dominant naked, sleeping, shitting, 
eating, hitchhiking, you’re 
dominant getting a throat culture, 
you’re dominant bowing to your 
father in front of thousands of your 
fans. What I would have found a 
really erotic S&M picture would 
have been to see you attired in your 
normal workaday fashion (whatever 
thatis) , dressing down an employee 
in your office. He wouldn’t have to 
be masturbating or anything —just 
standing there, listening as you 
chew him out.

Winterson’s language shows a 
love of words as words, and for their 
capacity to say exactly and 
abundantly and mysteriously what 
they mean. The language is at once 
fluid and staccato, delicate and 
brazen, ironic and true, passionate 
and distilled. In places, the words 
say so precisely what they mean that 
they seem less like words than 
breaths of their meaning. The book 
reminds one of the private pleasure 
of reading, one that can happen 
only with language. Through the 
story, ideas approach the ineffable: 


Written on the body is a secret code only 
visible in certain lights; the 
accumulations of a lifetime gather there. 
In places the palimpsest is so heavily 
worked that the letters feel like braille. 
I like to keep my body rolled up away 
from prying eyes. Never unfold too much, 
tell the whole story. I didn’t know Louise 
would have reading hands. She has 
translated me into her own book. 


Winterson conjures. the 
inextricable pair of the body and 
love. And from the most tactile and 
lofty of elements emerges a story 
that is magically and lyrically 
compelling.

THE MURDER OF ALBERT 
EINSTEIN. By Todd Gitlin. 
Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 
297 pages, $22.

HE TEST of the 
academic-turned- 
novelist is to make 
something truly new— 
not merely dress up 
known ideas in fancy costumes. 
Todd Gitlin’s debut novel, The 
Murder of Albert Einstein, admirably 
alchemizes his knowledge of 
American mass culture, media, and 
politics into a tightly woven mystery 
tale, while at the same time 
representing a further evolution 


of his thinking on postwar 
American society. Still, judged by 
the standards of Gitlin’s previous 
works, the novel here and there 
fails to transcend certain 
complacencies of the culture it 
seeks to critique — which is not 
to say itisn’t a fun ride. 

The novel’s heroine is Margo 
Ross, a Diane Sawyerish shiksa 
racing toward menopause and 
career burnout as a producer- 
reporter for the Manhattan TV 
news magazine In Depth. Our story 
begins with a message on Margo’s 
machine from one Harry Kramer, 
a ghost from her radical past and 
former Yoda-like mentor in the 
ways of insidious power. Harry’s 
insatiable taste for the “paranoid 
sublime” infects susceptible Margo 
once again when he offers her 
exclusive evidence that Albert 
Einstein’s preserved brain contains 
high levels of methamphetamine 
—proof that the great physicist did 
not die of natural causes. The 
reunited duo sets out to crack the 
case and break the story on prime 
time, live. Along the way, two 


primary suspects emerge — a, 


former colleague of Einstein’s 
prominently known for his hawkish 
views on the arms race, and a 
brilliant, if eccentric, autodidactic 
poet who befriended Einstein 
toward the end of his life. Events 
accelerate rapidly — Harry and 
Margo fall in lust, cloak-and-dagger 
stuff occurs regularly. 

The Murder of Albert Einsteinis the 
detective story as epistemic quest. 
Metaphysics, technology, and the 
nature of power are all duly 
discussed. Gitlin’s prose crackles, 
and he lends _ considerable 
verisimilitude to his narrative using 
the knowledge he gained writing 
Inside Prime Time, his 1983 study 
of the television industry. One is 
therefore all the more surprised to 
find his story line occasionally stuck 
in the morass of “recombinant 
style” — a key concept in Inside 
Prime Time, which describes 
capitalism’s propensity to 
reassemble already existing cultural 
scraps into synthetic, often banal, 
wholes. Margo Ross seems a 
knockoff of Frenesi Gates, one of 
the protagonists of Thomas 
Pynchon’s 1990 novel Vineland: 
both women are ex-radical 
documentary filmmakers co-opted 
by the Reaganite counter- 
reformation, struggling to come 
to terms with their revolutionary 
pasts; both women seem to find 
reality real only when it’s mediated 
through their camera lens — 
Margo’s line early on in the novel, 
“I am a camcorder” could easily 
have been spoken by Frenesi. The 
drawing room scenes all seem 
peopled with Graham Greene 
characters, and the _ wild, 
atmospheric taxi rides in which 
Margo shuttles between scenes 
resemble outtakes from either Night 
on Earth or Women on the Verge of a 
Nervous Breakdown. Finally, Gitlin’s 
frequent aphorisms and epigrams 
often have the tenor of cute sound 
bites — the effect is appealing at 
first, but like Ross Perot, begins to 
wear thin quickly. 

But I only hold Gitlin up to his 
own high standards. The Murder of 
Albert Einsteinis a worthy first novel, 
and its excellent plot comes 
together in the end much like the 


filmed shattering ofa mirror played 
in reverse. Only be wary — Todd 
Gitlin being Todd Gitlin — the 
mirror may not be what it appears 


” to be at first sighting.

Over four 

distinct episodes that submerge 

their linear order, acting like pieces 

ofa puzzle, The Blindfold follows its 

unusual heroine, Iris, in and out 

of the hidden pockets of New York 
City. 

Living on the margins of 
university life, Iris becomes 
susceptible to an array of 
personalities: A recluse engages 
herina pathological investigation 
of the lost possessions of a woman 
murdered in his apartment 
building; a photographer circulates 
an unsettling image of Iris that 
allows her to be interpreted, 
defined, and judged by strangers 
and colleagues alike; in a lonely 
hospital room, an ancient woman 
entangles Iris in an oddly 
articulated game of torment and 
need. Finally, a borrowed man’s 
suit allows Iris to claim the identity 
of the unfathomable antihero of 
the novel she is translating for 
her professor/lover. However 
strange Iris’s adventures are, 
emotionally, they are universal — 
part of the collective experience 
of the woman alone. They never 
quite reach the black side of life, 
but linger in ambiguous shades 
of gray. 

Through Iris’s transformations 
The Blindfold explores the fragility 
of self-image. People, places, and 


situations all become metaphorical 
blindfolds as Iris’s vision of herself 
is filtered through her various 
experiences. Conversely, Iris’s view 
of the external world and of her 
place in it is determined by her 
inner fluctuations. The Blindfold 
fluidly moves between the external 
and the internal. 

Connecting these two worlds, 
The Blindfold delves into the 
impulse to change oneself. Classical 
art and mainstream media alike 
have continuously instructed 
women to alter themselves in order 
to be accepted. The Blindfold 
insightfully links alteration of one’s 
self with destruction and 
suppression. For Iris, however 
unconsciously, change is a revolt 
as well as self-destruction; the 
impulse to destroy becomes an 
extension of the impulse to 
transform.

Alterman is terrific at dishing 
the dirt. Readers will no doubt be 
astounded to learn of the rumor 
romantically linking erstwhile Jesse 
Helms speechwriter George Will 
with the former girlfriend of Nation 
columnist Alexander Cockburn 
(1), and thatJohn McLaughlin, the 
once and future king of right-wing 
rodomontade, ran fora Senate seat 
from Rhode Island in 1970 asa 
Republican peacenik. 

As long as he sticks to the facts 
like a Joe Friday interrogatee, 
Alterman is informative and 
entertaining. But blaming the 
supernumerary debacles of 
Reagan/Bush on the vicarious 
cocksmanship of some Washington 
weeniesis, at best, a highly dubious 
enterprise. To cite just one 
problem: Alterman draws an 


implicit distinction between the- 


wildly speculating punditocracy 
and responsible, nose-to-the- 
grindstone reporters. Alarmingly, 
Alterman buys one of the media’s 
most cherished myths about 
themselves: that they helped end 
the Vietnam War. We can thank 
Daniel Hallin for showing us that 
reporting (with rare exceptions) 
supported the Vietnam War until 


the Tet offensive, raising questions 

only after corporate elites began 

to bail out. 
Alterman’s thesis comes undone 


in his chapter on Gorbachev. Brief ; 


acknowledgments of the role of 
military contractors and media 
oligopolies in prolonging the Cold 
War are submerged by a narrative 
that hammers home the point that 
the real villains were the pundits, 
who relentlessly counseled us and 
our leaders against trusting the 
Lincolnesque Russian. This 
heartfelt plaintactually flatters the 
pundits by crediting them with 
far more autonomy than they have. 
In reality, General Electric wouldn’t 
have given John McLaughlin a 
bully pulpit if he had not shown 
ample proof of his slavish devotion 
to the company line. 

The upshot is that Alterman 
critiques the pundits, but not the 
institutions that gave rise to them. 
The implication is thatifwe sweep 
out the current crop of blowhards 
and replace ’em with some decent 
folk, all will be well; asentimentnot 
lost on the ascendant left/liberal 
pundits (Bill Moyers, William 
Greider, Barbara Ehrenreich) 
whose effusive plugs are reprinted 
on the book’s jacket. In the end, 
Sound and Fury offers a great cover 
story for the status quo.

VISIONARY VOICES:

ORE WOMEN ARE 
running for office. 
So what? What do 
we bring to the 
public sphere, 
besides our life-awareness of gender 
issues? That’s the question Penny 


Rosenwasser attempts to answer. 
Her book, Visionary Voices: Women 
on Power, contends that women are 
finding new ways of nurturing and 
wielding power. Voices—subtitled 
“Conversations with shamans, 
activists, teachers, artists, and 
healers” — offers interviews with 
19 vivid and very differentwomen, 
among them longtime Berkeley 
activist Ying Lee-Kelly, black 
feminist organizer Barbara Smith, 
Korean shaman Hi-ah Park and 
Suha Hindiyeh of the Palestinian 
Women’s Studies Center in 
Jerusalem. 

Rosenwasser, a KPFA producer 
and special events coordinator for 
the Middle East Children’s Alliance, 
asked them, “How do we teach 
without domination, organize 
without intimidation, disagree 
without degradation, relate without 
manipulation ...as women, how do 
we learn and teach each other to 
do it differently?” 

In response, the women talk 
about their work and process, goals 
and role models, weaving anecdote 
and reflection. Berkeley City 
Councilmember Maudelle Shirek, 
for example, recalls growing up in 
a small farming community in 
central Arkansas, where she 
“learned very early that people, a 
number and variety of them, can 
help solve many of your problems.” 

American Indian organizer 
Winona LaDuke discusses her 
efforts to create a means of 
empowering women through work 
in their traditional economy. “Aside 
from having children,” she says, 
her biggest challenge is “balancing 
it all.... My ability to face the big 
external challenges is totally 
affected by my ability to retain my 
own spiritual relationship with the 
earth.” 

The search for inner and outer 
balance and connection isa thread 
that winds through the book, a 
central factor for the way many of 
the women develop power. The 
force they describe is rooted in 
acting out their truth; shamanic 
healer Vicki Noble talks about itas 
speaking up from the deep place 
of information in our bellies. 
“When you speak from that place 
of silent knowing, it carries 
authority and people listen in a 
new way,” she says. 

Theirs is also the power of 
constant learning. “You’ve got to 
get lost,” says Naomi Newman of 
the Traveling Jewish Theatre. 
Facing difficult times, some people 
stay stuck. Others “learn how to 
fall-down-get-up! Thatis one move: 
fall-down-get-up!” she says. 

Visionary Voices is a thought- 
provoking point-of-view piece, 
more timely than Rosenwasser 
could have dreamed three years 
agowhen she began the radio series 
that evolved into the book. 

But it’s not for cynics, or those 
who scoff at spirituality. Nor is ita 
page-turner. It’s best read a little 
at a time, with quiet attention — 
but be careful. One evening I went 
out, after a couple hours icing a 
sore back and reading Voices... and 
soon found myself jumping in the 
middle ofan ugly macho exchange 
and admonishing both (much 
larger) parties to “cutoutthe stupid 
boy stuff.”

MET BRUCE STERLING briefly 

last May at a conference on 

computer-human 

interaction in Monterey. 

There, cyber-celebrities 
including Brenda Laurel, Rudy 
Rucker, Vernor Vinge, and Sterling 
drank lots of coffee and said 
irreverent things. 


Best known asa science fiction . 


writer, Sterling’s previous work 
includes The Artificial Kid, 
Schismatrix, and The Difference 
Engine, which he co-authored with 
William Gibson. Sterling, who’s 
from Austin, Texas, brings to his 
new book, The Hacker Crackdown, 
the same caustic wit and cynicism 
that nearly derailed a conference 
panel discussion on cyberpunk. 

The other panelists brought 
high-tech visual aids and gave 
serious speeches on how their 
books are “real.” 

Sterling began his presentation 
by pulling a scarf out of his pocket 
and promoting itas the computer 
of the future. 

“As soon as the technology is 
fully deployed, [imagine us living 
in them, wearing them, scaling 
them up to the size of a circus 
tent for multimedia big-top fun,” 
he drawled. “I imagine them 
becoming intelligent yurts and 
teepees for people who own very 
little but know practically 
everything.” 

“So what do you do with it? It 
can’treally do video,” he said, “but 
I imagine it having some sort of 
basic Silly Putty copy feature.” 

“And this, of course, is virtual 
reality,” he concluded, tossing the 
scarf over his head. 

The audience of computer 
programmers was in hysterics and 
none of the other panelists could 
respond. The following speaker 
walked to the podium, threw aside 
his notes, saying they no longer 
made any sense, then ranted 
incoherently for 15 minutes about 
how all the panelists were wrong 
about everything.

While Sterling shows that the 
hacker faction is not quite sovirile, 
he also argues that law enforcement 
agencies dealing with hackers have 
often reacted to the myth, rather 
than the crime. 

He describes how the U.S. legal 
system, completely unprepared for 
computer crime, clumsily deals 
with issues of privacy, “ownership” 
of information, the First 
Amendment, and fraud in the 
politically unexplored realms of 
telephone lines and bulletin 
boards. 

The story begins with a 1990 
AT&T phone outtage and agroup 
of cocky underground hackers 
known as the Legion of Doom. The 
outtage was traced eventually toa 
mistake in the company’s software, 
not to LoD antics, but the incident 
provided AT&T secruity with the 
Opportunity for indignant 
paranoia, and computer cops with 
the opportunity to “make an 
example” out of someone. 

At the same time, Sterling tells 
the tale of a 911 document, 
originally stolen from BellSouth 
by a lone hacker. The theft led to 
the arrest of the electronic 
magazine publisher who printed 
it and a McCarthyesque hunt for 
LoD members. The Secret Service 
confiscated thousands of dollars 


in computer equipment and’ 


ransacked Steve Jackson Games, 
a role-playing game company in 
Austin, Texas, that was about to 
come out with a cyberpunk game. 

The Hacker Crackdown is a well- 
researched narrative of the events 
leading to the 1990 federal 
crackdown on real and perceived 
computer crime. It’s also good pop 
journalism. Eccentric characters, 


an underground culture, and 
federal raids generally make fora 
great read. Sterling’s character 
sketches are fascinating and the 
book reads more like fiction than 
reportage. 

But I was disappointed in 
Sterling’s treatment of the issues 
involved. While he does describe 
the evolution and activities of the 
Electronic Frontier Foundation, 
he touches only superficially on 
the legal ramifications of electronic 
property, privacy, and free speech 
and assembly. 

Without legal precedence 
defining limits on these issues, both 
hackers and computer cops are 
acting on te basis of rumors, legend, 
and personal codes of ethics. 
Sterling does little to philo- 
sophically explore these questions, 
leaving the reader with a pretty 
good idea of what happened to 
whom, but confused as to what it 
means.

Jessica Mitford 
ponders — with ire 
— the state of being 

born in America

Jessica Mitford takes 

on the social, political, 

and economic rami- 

fications of obstetrics 

in her book The American Way of 

Birth. Based on the format of her 

runaway bestseller, The American 

Way of Death, Mitford eviscerates 

the profiteering and deliberate 

neglect of patients in obstetrics. 

Greed, Mitford alleges, is the key 

motivating factor in modern-day 

American medicine. Naturally, 

Mitford’s radical politics prevail as 

she snipes at high-tech medical 

terminology with vibrant language 
and poetic economy. 

The paradox of American 
obstetrics, Mitford asserts, is that 
while women are forced to pay 
more for the escalating costs of 
hospital care, the standard of 
treatment is far below their 


_ counterparts in Europe. Mitford 


summarizes: “90 percent of cases 
are natural procedures in which 
medical interest is not only 
unnecessary but often harmful.” 
Within Mitford’s carefully executed 
historical backdrop, escalating 
Caesarean rates are the natural 
progression ofa profession that is 
inherently misogynistic. 


In Mitford’s direct, dis- 
concerting prose, Caesarean 
sections appear as_ barbaric 
practices rather than an inherent 


- part of a medical revolution that 


virtually tees healthy babies. 
Mitford notes that by 1987 one out 
of every four babies in the U.S. was 
delivered by Caesarean section, up 
from one out of 20 babies in 1970. 
She charges that such statistics 
reflect the technologizing of birth 
— an advent that brings far more 
benefits to obstetricians’ pocket- 
books than the treatment of 
pregnant women. 

The crisis in American obstetrics 
is a multilayered, increasingly 
complex affair. Inevitably, the 
casualties are the poor, with the 
United States 24th in infant 
mortality rates. Part of the problem 
in Mitford’s view are the services 
for poor women that state and 
federal agencies have set up. 
Because these centers generally 
provide substandard care that 
women often have to travel long 
distances to obtain, these services 
may actually contribute to the 
attrition rates in prenatal care. 

While Mitford does advocate 
workable birth centers that would 
serve poor women in a timely, 
efficient, and low-cost manner, she 
is more interested in bemoaning 
the plight of direct-entry midwives. 
(Midwives serve a clientele that is 
almost entirely middle class.) 
Mitford’s most vehement con- 
demnations come down the 
hardest on those states that seek to 
prosecute these renegade midwives. 
She cites anecdotal and grim 
statistical evidence that outlines 
the peril to both pregnantwomen 
and those who dare to practice 
midwifery, be they nurse or doctor. 
In the end, however, The American 
Way of Birth provides no trenchant 
analysis of home birthing, mainly 
because such practices have been 
rendered practically obsolete. 

Medical care is one of the 
liveliest political issues in politics 
today, with medical lobbies 
contributing more dollars per PAC 
than any other interest group. Yet 
Mitford insists that this policy denies 
voter interests, claiming that 67 
percent of the electorate is now 
in favor of socialized medicine. 
Mitford herself advocates adopting 
aclean slate: “The Canadian system 
is that thing that I am advocating 
in the book. Every person, man, 
woman, and child is entitled to 
universal health care.”

No matter, the VPs are universally loved:

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A BAND THING

WORDS underground and 
supergroup might sound 
mutually exclusive to most of 
us who’ve grown up listening 

to punk rock. But in the case of Luna’, 
the two words accurately describe the 
band. 

Founded and fronted by former 
Galaxie 500 guitarist/lead vocalist 
Dean Wareham, Luna? includes bassist 
Justin Harwood from the acclaimed 
New Zealand pop band the Chills, and 
drummer Stanley Demeski from the 
now-defunct Feelies, another darling 
band of the critics. (For touring purpos- 
es the band has added a second gui- 
tarist, Sean Eden.) 

Wareham, speaking by phone from 
Austin, says he was daunted at the 
prospect of putting a new group togeth- 
er because expectations after the under- 
ground phenomenon of Galaxie 500 
were running high. Galaxie 500 had 
gamered critical and fanzine approval, 
and their three Rough Trade LPs and 
one EP had been touched by the hand 
of producer and New York downtown 
scenester Kramer — who had previ- 
ously eschewed rock and roll for artier 
concerns like Bongwater and Eugene 
Chadbourne on his own label, Shim-

risk, says Wareham, who wanted to 
continue making records in a situation 
that was good: “That wasn’t happening 
anymore in Galaxie 500. When I look 
back at my journals, I see I wanted out 
of that band for about two years. Leav- 
ing and starting a new band was not a 
decision I took lightly.” 

I know people who claim to have 
seen god on the nights Galaxie 500 
played; it’s likely diehard fans of the 
Chills and the Feelies have experienced 
similar, though perhaps more earthly, 
feelings. That type of compelling reac- 
tion is not lost with the apparition of 
Luna’. The bass is still repetitive, but 
more deft, and the drumming is fre- 
quently more upbeat — though not 
exclusively. Wareham believes that 
Luna’ “can play at more varied tempos, 
and that makes them a better live band 
than Galaxie.” 

Songs like “Slash Your Tires” and 
“IT Can’t Wait,” both from Luna’’s 
debut album, Lunapark, utilize the pop 
sensibilities of the three core band 
members. But the word ethereal 
always comes to mind when describing 
Wareham’s guitar playing and vocals. 
Like the Velvet Underground —alsoa 
frequent reference point for Galaxie 
500 — Luna’ rocks with a brand of 
evocativeness some people describe as 
“heroin music.” References to getting 
“loaded” (“You're getting loaded / 
Your life has imploded / Nine weeks of 
hell, man / But I’m feeling swell,”

foundation. 

On “Get Happy” the tight and bliss- 
ful vocal harmonies of John Walter and 
Jim Ko coo along nicely over a spright- 
ly ska groove, although they threaten to 
sound like Alvin and the Chipmunks if 
played on a slightly speedy tape player. 
“Youdon’t know me/Idon’tknow you/ 
It’snoteasy to be happy,” sing John and 
Jim, and Ihave hard time believing they 
find it that difficult. 

But on “Sleeptown,” with its chug- 
ging acoustic guitar and wistful har- 
monies, Walter and Ko manage to imbue 
the lines “Tears in my eyes wash away 
all your lies / Let me drown in Sleep- 
town/Ican’t make it through the night” 
with some vulnerability, the lead singer 


Wareham sings on“‘Slash Your Tires”) 
and “nasty habits” (in “Crazy People”) 
help conjure the junkie imagery. Ware- 
ham has no problem with the heroin 
reference, as it’s something he’s heard 
before, but he is quick to point out, 
“We’re no smack band.” 

The lyrics, though, contain a sense 
of humor as well, something not pre- 
sent in Wareham’s previous work. 
“That could be due to the fact that you 
can hear my vocals better,” he says. 
“We certainly aren’t the Dead Milk- 
men, but the humor is there to balance 
the earnestness.” 

You could say the first half of Luna- 
park contains the nasty and topical 
songs, while the second half is filled 
with concems of love and longing. 
Wareham concurs. “There was a con- 
scious effort to sequence it that way. 
But there are a lot of songs abouta 
breakup.” 

Breaking up, however, is not on the 


agenda for Luna’, now that Wareham is 


happy. He has no immediate plans for 
change, and is treating Luna’ like his 
new band, not just a side project. The 
other members, he says, feel the same 
way too. 

“Everyone on the record has a 
strong personal style, but Luna is very 
much a band thing.” @

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NEIL YOUNG ¢ HARVEST 
MOON (REPRISE) 

The specter of Neil Young, 1992, 
revisiting Neil Young, 1972, by 
rounding up the musicians who 
played on Harvest for one more 
go-around, is enough to conjure 
up fears of the clueless Neil 
Young of 1982 — is he back in 
the tailspin we thought he’d 
kicked with “Rocking in the Free 
World”? Tough call. 

This may be a gently acoustic 
album focused on the past, but 
the theme, “guitar fighting the 
TV,” or the waning of rock and 
roll values, is as far from sappy 
nostalgia as you can get. “Old 
King” ain’t nothing but a hound 
dog story — literally, the King as 
canine — a frightening reduction 
from the Elvis of “Out of the 
Blue.” Elsewhere, Young protests 
the “anonymous wall of digital 
sound.” Even the environment 
conspires to take away past plea- 
sures. The “unknown legend in 
her time,” now “dressin’ two 
kids,” still gets on her Harley- 
Davidson, but finds “the chrome 
and steel she rides /collidin’ with 
the very air she breathes.” “From 
Hank to Hendrix” worries that 
“The same thing that makes you 
live / Can kill you in the end.” 

All of this is interesting — if 
you care what's on the legend’s 
mind — and tastefully performed: 
the mountain roughness of 
Young's harmonies with Nicolette 
Larson, the musicians plucking 
their guitar and banjo strings 
right out of the CD mix. But it 
isn't prime Neil Young, isn’t eerie 
tenderness, rooted melody, clear 
nonsense, hippie with a chainsaw 
heart, dread. (An exception is 
“Such a Woman,” a blend of 
“Unchained Melody” and “You 
Are So Beautiful”; you'd cringe if 
the lover’s punch line wasn't “No 
one else can feel our pain.”) To 
me, Harvest Moon is worth hear- 
ing like Pere Ubu’s Worlds in Col- 
lision, another barbed retrospec- 
tive. Unfortunately, pop fans 
rarely settle for reflections on past 
glory. Worlds in Collision brought 
Ubu’s comeback screeching toa 
halt, and Harvest Moon may do 
the same for Neil Young.

After three records, Royal Trux 
still defies categorization. “Junkie 
Nurse” is a love ballad that opens 
like an Irish fiddle tune. Neil 
croons sweetly about his new 
love, who has keys to the safe 
where the drugs are. In “Some- 
times,” Neil and Jennifer dose us 
with jaunty unison — “Some- 
times | hang myself ... froma 
tree” — and their guitars swoon 
around in a Velvet/Stones haze, 
sounding as fresh as shrink wrap, 
like Sonic Youth on antidepres- 
sants. On “Sun on the Run,” the 
Hop on Pop of the new album, 
they pair their voices and guitars 
like figure skaters while someone 
lends a backbeat. You could 
almost be listening to rock and 
roll instead of some wild experi- 
ment in form and meaning from 
this fab duo, still avant amid the 
guarded toiling that most art/ 
noise bands are up to. They're 
the closest thing we get to a Big 
Star of our own.

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VIC CHESNUTT @ WEST OF ROME 
(TEXAS HOTEL) 


Vic Chesnutt’s 1990 debut album, Little, sounded like a drunkard’‘s 
last howl, forlorn and hollow, as if he were drowning in whiskey and 
sick of fighting to stay afloat. Though he was only 25 years old when 
it was recorded — one day in an Athens, Ga., studio with R.E.M.’s 
Michael Stipe as producer — Chesnutt’s scratch-pad poems about 
childhood, regret, broken dreams, and death had a tone of bitter 
resignation. Even at his funniest and most defiant, Chesnutt — 
accompanied only by Stipe’s churchy organ and his own crude acous- 
tic strum — sang with the brittle drawl of aman who'd seen enough 
already. “Blow the gates, I’m coming through / With my albatross 
and all,” he sang in his ode to heaven called “Bakersfield,” and it 
was hard to listen without thinking of those words as Chesnutt’s 
own gravestone epitaph. 

It didn't turn out that way. At 27, Chesnutt is back with a sec- 
ond Stipe-produced album that, while similarly coarse, digs much 
deeper than Little did. On West of Rome (the title is taken from a 
collection of two novellas by L.A. writer John Fante) Chesnutt etch- 
es songs out of drunken slurs, abrasive chords, and one-syllable 
words that he stretches into entire paragraphs. With a minimum of 
literary gadgetry and a voice as strong as any current American song- 
writer, his mundane observations and absurd hallucinations, his fears 
of betrayal and snickering reprisals come to life here — not just in 
torment, but in gleeful cynicism. “Someday I'm gonna be cool,” he 
sings in “Steve Willoughby.” “Someday I’m gonna kick major butt / 
Someday | will transcend /Just like Jane’s Addiction/ But today | sim- 
ply amin arut/I'min arut.” 

Chesnutt, who was paralyzed from the waist down in a car 
crash during college and has only partial control of his right hand, 
learned to strum his guitar with a glove specially designed to hold 
a pick. Accompanied by his wife, Tina, on bass, his two nieces Liz 
and Mandion strings, drummer Jeffrey Richards, and additional help 
from Stipe and Miracle Legion guitarist Ray Neal, the songs on 
West of Rome feature warm, subtle acoustic-electric settings. But 
throughout the album the music is only incidental, a tonic to take 
the edge off Chesnutt’s gruff, snarling delivery. 

Despite their fixations with suffering and mortality (“ My heroes 
are off in the great beyond/ England is old but Atlantis is gone,” he 
laments in “Lucinda Williams”), many songs also contain surprising 
glints of faith. Whereas on Little he was tormented by the past, 
here memories become the key to his renewal. In “Panic Pure, ” Ches- 
nutt’s drawl becomes clear and sober as he struggles to reclaim child- 
hood innocence: “At times! might-could be accused of being painful- 
ly nostalgic / But as of late I'm looking forward to the future /... / 
And so all you observers in your scrutiny / Don't count my scars like 
tree rings/ My jigsaw disposition, its piecemeal properties/ are either 
smoked or honey cured / By the panic pure.”

Grunge-Jazz

FIRST ENCOUNTERED the ballistic properties of jazz back in col- 
lege. In that first semester, as my relationship with two bad-

Secure in her person, dominating 
the stage every moment, whether 
she struts or slides across it, Maria 
Benitez is every inch a queen.

OPPENHEIM 


Aquarter-century ago, Dennis 
Oppenheim was plowing Xs 
into Dutch wheat fields and 
getting stoned by falling rocks. 
A pioneer who broke new 
ground in both the earth-art 
and body-art movements, the 
New York conceptual sculptor 
has found himselfin hot water 
inrecent weeks, His Jungle Jim— 
like structure planted outside 
a Santa Monica development 
center includes fiberglass fac- 
similes of Mickey Mouse and 
Donald Duck. The folks at 
Disney aren‘t amused and are 
demanding Oppenheim’s Virus 
be destroyed. But thisis child's 
play compared to the diaboli- 
cal air hanging over much of the conceptual hodge-podge at Haines Gallery: Gut Birthday 
is a high-wire act in which wet suits are stretched to their limits; Digestion makes one 
helluva candle from a deer’s head, poured fiberglass, and a propane tank; Upper Cut is 
a mouth filled with rows of old art books (the wisdom teeth include one on Leonardo da 
Vinci). Has art history bitten off more than it can chew? Is it just so much claptrap?
